Crafty Women 


Parapherna (a Greek word meaning 
“all of the possessions of a woman 
besides her dowry’’) is the name of a 
women’s crafts store that just opened at 
10 Cameron Ave. in Cambridge. “This is 
the only store run by women that ex- 
clusively carries women-made crafts,” 
say owners Pat Tracey and Jeanne 
Union. “‘We’ve always wanted to run our 
own business and we decided to create 
an outlet for the community of 
craftswomen in the Boston area.” 

Pat and Jeanne pooled their own 
financial resources and searched for six 


months before they found the storefront - 


on Cameron Ave. Within a week (with a 
little help from their friends) they 
transformed the small space into a blue 
and white showcase for a wide range of 
arts and crafts, submitted by women on 
a consignment basis. Along one wall is 
displayed silver and copper jewelry or- 
namented with feathers, beads and 
polished bone — necklaces go for $4 to 
$9 and earrings are $3. There are art 
nouveau mirrors (from $22 to $30), 
velvet patchwork pillows ($11.25), 
ceramic planters ($4.50 to $12), stained 
glass butterflies and flowers to hang on 
your Christmas tree ($14), leather and 
suede wallets and key cases (from 
$2.50). For children there are crocheted 
smocks ($6), quilted animals ($3 to 
$7.50) and pipe cleaner rabbits, 
ladybugs and spiders ($1.50). 

If you're interested in contributing to 
the Parapherna collection, bring your 
work in any Thursday night between 6 
and 8, when Pat and Jeanne hold selec- 
tion sessions. “Right now we’re looking 
for silversmiths,”’ says Pat. ‘“‘We’re hop- 
ing that more black and working-class 
women will bring in their work.” 

Future Parapherna plans include a 

craftswomen’s newsletter that would 
keep up with local crafts events and 
provide information on where to buy the 
best materials. Within a year Pat and 
Jeanne would like to move Parapherna 
into a larger space where craftswomen 
could work and also have a “Women’s 
Corner” to relax in. “‘Craftswomen have 
a hard time showing their work,” says 
Pat Chase (who does ‘‘cloth 
phenomena”) “and I’m grateful that 
Parapherna exists.” 
Parapherna, 10 Cameron Ave., Cam- 
bridge (one block off Mass. Ave. at the 
end of the North Cambridge trolley line) 
is open Monday through Friday from 2 
to 9, Saturday from 10 to 8. Watch for 
new hours after Christmas.

Walkabout 


“There's a wealth of classical 
architecture in Boston that’s largely ig- 
nored,” says Paul Marx. “People don’t 
look at buildings as the ornaments of a 
city.”’ A graduate student in American 
Art at Harvard, Paul is the chairman of 
the recently formed Boston Chapter of 
Classical America, a New York-based 
non-profit organization devoted to reviv- 
ing public interest in classical architec- 
ture and fine arts. 

Paul will lead the first in a series of 
winter walking tours, Classical Beacon 
Street, beginning at King’s Chapel (at 
the corner of Beacon and Tremont 
Streets) on Sunday, December 22 at 
noon. From the 18th-century church the 
tour will wend its way up Beacon Street, 
lined with beautifully embellished turn- 
of-the-century buildings, and then go on 
the Boston Common to examine the 
Shaw Memorial and the Gardner Foun- 
tain, ending up at St. Paul’s Cathedral. 

_There’s a $1 charge for the walking 
tour and it’s free for Classical America 
members. A year’s membership costs 
$15 — which includes all tours, lectures, 
films, and four issues of the Classical 
America magazine, a glossy collection of 
photographs and essays contributed by 
experts in the field. 

Upcoming walking tours will explore 

Central Square, the Combat Zone and 
the Fenway.

The Car-Free Life 


There are many who feel that Boston 
public transportation operates with 
neither ride nor reason. To dispel such 


notions, the MBTA has just published a 


revised map of all public transportation 
routes in the greater Boston area — a 
free document now available at the Park 
Street Information booth (that’s on the 
Green Line level near the fruit stand). 

The colorful map is a relatively com- 
plete guide for anyone who faces the dif- 
ficult task of living without a car. It out- 
lines not only the generally-understood 
subway system, but the lesser-known 
bus routes (a concise timetable is 
provided) and the commuter rail 
network (the newly-colored Purple 
Line). The map might even hold some 
surprises for long-time Bostonians — 
did you realize that the T operates a 
commuter boat line from Rowes Wharf 
to Hull? Non-natives and tourists will 
also find useful what the MBTA has 
dubbed the “Official Bicentennial 


. Public Transportation Map” which in- 


cludes neighborhood names, major 
tourist landmarks and institutions. 
There is even a little editorializing on the 
part of the much-maligned T. “Fares in 
Boston are very low,”’ we are informed, 
and the “‘T is the answer.” 

Of course, not all questions are 
answered. Why, for instance, does it cost 


a quarter to surface on the Riverside 
Line and only 20 cents on the Cleveland 
Circle? Why should Green-Liners have 
to pay to surface at all — unlike the 
Orange and Blue? And what consolation 
is it to a rain-chilled potential bus-rider 
to know the timetable when the bus runs 
only once an hour? Tough questions all. 
But they pale before the most perplexing 


query: whatever happened to Charlie?

CUTTHROAT 


Michael Dukakis, cast as a 
clean-cut liberal in the recent 
election, is already in deep trou- 
ble with the principal reform 
organization in Massachusetts. 
Citizens for Participation in 
Political Action (CPPAX), the 
statewide group that endorsed 
Dukakis early in this year’s con- 


test, is now campaigning against . 


his proposed budget cuts. The 
Governor-elect is considering a 
more than one-third slash in 
public health, higher education 
and mental health programs as a 
way to make up the budget 
deficit. CPPAX, in a strong 
statement, said its members are 
“shocked and dismayed” that 
Dukakis is ‘making the poorest 
and most hard pressed 
pay....’’ The organization 
urges tax reform as an alter- 
native to the automatic reflex of 
the Governor-elect. Its counter- 
program includes revised tax 
rates that would ease the 
burdens of the poor and working 
class, and increase the amount 
paid by the rich; it also proposes 
property tax relief. This schism 
between Dukakis and what 
should have been his close 
political ally portends a stormy 
term. 


COVERUP 


Nearly 50 years after the ex- 
ecutions of Nicolo Sacco and 
Bartolomeo Vanzetti in Boston, 
the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion is apparently still trying to 
conceal the facts of the case. 
Sacco and Vanzetti were accused 
of participating in a hold-up and 
murder in Braintree. Their 
defenders claim they were fram- 
ed as part of the Red Scare aim- 
ed at militant labor 
organizations and radicals after 
World War I. Robert D’Attilio, 
an independent Boston scholar 
conducting his research in 
association with the Boston 
Public Library, applied early 
this year under the Freedom of 
Information Act for the pertinent 
FBI files. In November he receiv- 
ed 500 of the 2500 pages on file. 
From them was deleted informa- 
tion that is already publicly 
known, and they did not include 
memos sent to the FBI from 
other government departments. 
“There is no rational procedure 
behind this,”’ says D’Attilio.

Boston 200 is imminent. It 
begins officially in April with the 
200th anniversary of “the shot 
heard round the world,” but the 
Mayor’s “focal point’”” — which 
he looks down on from his office 
in City Hall — is in trouble. 

The redevelopment of the 150- 
year-old Faneuil Hall Market 
has been considered the keystone

of the civ, Bicentennial 
celebration. Th. project consists 
of the central Quincy Market 
and flanking North and South 
Market buildings. Although the 
plan takes the name of Faneuil, 
it does not incl the famed 
revolutionary landmark itself. 
The Mayor has called it “the 
most important restoration in 
the city’s history.” It will not be 
done by April of 1975, as the 
Mayor hoped and promised. 
Although the city and the 
BRA are already at work on the 
exterior restoration of the three 
buildings, it is not certain the 
Rouse Co., the chosen developer, 
will have even started when the 
Bicentennial opens. It is Rouse’s 
job to breathe new life into the 
old granite buildings. The com- 


The restoration goes slowly 


pany plans to redesign the in- 
teriors and bring in a collection 
of shops, stores and restaurants, 
in hopes of creating a new 20th 
century urban marketplace 
within the 19th century 
buildings. Almost two years ago, 
the prestigious, nationally- 
known firm from Maryland was 
selected over a local developer 
because it had a good track 
record and the financial assets 
that would “insure” the project’s 
completion in time to kick off the 
city’s Revolutionary celebration. 

It now seems likely that the 
Walk to the Sea will take tourists 
through a construction area for 
at least part of the Bicentennial. 
And Katharine Kane, who heads 
Boston 200, has been looking for 
alternative sites for the city’s

major Bicentennial exhibition, 
“The Revolution: Where It All 
Began,” which will illustrate the 
events of the 15 years leading up 
to the rebellion. It is still 
scheduled for the second floor of 
the domed middle market 
building, the Quincy Market, in 
space donated by the Rouse Co. 
as part of its redevelopment deal 
with the city. The spot is con- 
sidered ideal by Boston 200 
planners because it is right on 
the Freedom Trail. If things are 
still up in the air by the new 
year, Kane says she will have to 
choose a different site. 

Unfortunately, the Quincy 
Market is already listed as the 
exhibition site in some Bicenten- 
nial publicity, notably in the 
new 1975 Boston telephone 
directory, which contains a 
special Bicentennial information 
section advertised on the cover. 
Tourists are told, “‘Our 18th cen- 
tury exhibit .. . located next to 
Faneuil Hall... is a natural 
place for you to start.” And if it’s 
not ‘there? Oh well, have you 
really visited Boston if you 
haven’t gotten lost? 

So why hasn’t the Rouse Co. 
even started on the markets? 
BRA Director Robert Kenney 
and Rouse spokesmen count the 
project another victim of the 
flagging economy. Money is 
tight, they say, so Rouse hasn’t 
been able to raise the $20.5 
million it needs. However, real 
estate experts here and in 
Maryland wonder if that’s the 
whole reason. The Rouse Co., 
like many other real estate 
developers, has fallen on hard 
times since the city selected it 
for the market project in the 
spring of 1973. In the past year, 
the Rouse Co. has suffered a ser- 
ies of financial setbacks. More 
about that later. 

What Rouse and the city 
_propose to do to the three market 
buildings is a bold undertaking, 
and pulling it off would be no 
small feat even in the best of 
times. The plan is to restore and 
recycle the old market buildings, 
which have ‘outlived their 
original role as part of the city’s 
food distribution center. The 
Rouse plan will transform the 
5’ acre area into a fashionable 
urban commercial center cater- 
ing to office workers from the 
nearby financial district, tourists 
‘and the affluent from the city 
and surrounding suburbs. The 
plan is often compared to 
Ghiradelli Square on the San 
Francisco waterfront. As Rouse 
envisions it, the domed Quincy 
Market wil! remain a food 
center, with stalls selling wine, 
cheese, meats, fish, pastry, etc. 
along the 500-foot-long arcade 
that runs the entire length of the 
building. Restaurants will be 
built around the market’s central 
rotunda, which will be open from 
the floor to its peak so diners can 
look down on the market activi- 
ty. Along the outside of the 
market, glass canopies resembl- 
ing long greenhouses will shelter 
street-side cafes and stalls in the 
winter as well as summer. The 
streets between the markets will 
be closed to cars and transform- 
ed into pedestrian malls with 
outdoor vendors and trees. The 
North and South Market 
buildings will host more 
restaurants, stores and on the 
upper floors, office space, all of 
which the company expects will 
command handsome rents rang- 
ing from $5 to $35 a sq. foot, 
depending on the size, location 
and type of operation. Though

Fury 


5 Later, ‘both sides would complain of Wednesday afternoon's brutality — and both would be right.

The beginning of the week 
portended nothing but disaster 
— and by Wednesday, racial 
violence had erupted at South 
Boston High School with a fury 
the city had not seen since the 
opening of school in September. 
On Monday, a white girl was in- 
jured in a scuffle. On Tuesday, 
the skirmishes continued. On 
Wednesday, the inevitable inci- 
dent flared up. Michael Faith, a 
white male student, was stabbed, 
taken to the City Hospital and 
placed on the danger list, but 
was expected to recover. A black 
male student was arrestec for 
the assault. The spark had been 
struck. 

Within an hour of the 10:30 
a.m. stabbing, the area outside 
the high school was seething 
-with children, teenagers, adults 
— hundreds, some would say 
thousands, of reople from South 


Boston. Police reinforcements 


rushed to the scene. There were 


taunts, jeers, screams, and more 
than a hundred black children 
were trapped inside the school 
building at the crown of 
Dorchester Heights, just a few 
feet from where the Continentals 


had placed their guns and driven — 


the British out of the City of 
Boston forever. The anger in the 
throng’s voices was almost 
palpable. 

‘I’ve never seen it this 
violent,” a veteran of this fall’s 
busing controversy said later. 

Louise Day Hicks arrived, cast 
— miscast — in the role of 
peacemaker, begging for the 
safety of the black children, 


pleading like a latter-day Moses. 


og the crowds let these people 

They were not buying it. 
They had followed her long 
enough. Now they were striking 
out on their own. 

The violence was unplanned, 
sporadic, hateful, senseless, un- 
predictable. Here a policeman 
was hit, there a demonstrator. A 


young girl threw an unopened 
soft drink can at a police line, 
missed, skittered forward, pick- 
ed it up and fired again. A 
policeman on horseback clubbed 
an attacker from the crowd. 
Later, both sides would com- 
plain of brutality. Both sides 
would be right. 

A schoolbus, the symbol of 


_everything these people despis- 


, arrived in a storm of recks; 
black children feinted outward 
from the school, then dis- 
appeared inside. The protesters, 
although they had no way of 
knowing it, were falling for a 
bait-and-switch. Well-protected 
and well-hidden, the black 
students were smuggled out a 
side entrance, down the hill and 
home, while the fury mounted at 
the front of the school. 

There were the usual touches 
of pathos, so common to riots. 
The obligatory waif arrived. The 
tow-headed, sparkling-eyed in- 
nocent, who would have looked 


more at home in a story-book 
drawing studying for her first 
Communion, at her mother’s 
knee (had her mother not dragg- 
ed her to the ramparts), 
wandered freely between the 
protesters and the police, un- 
noticed by most, until she ac- 
costed a reporter. 

“Hey mister,” she began in a 
tiny voice. ‘“‘Are you writing this 
up for the paper? I hope you 
write that niggers suck.” 

After the trashing of a patrol 
car, after arrests and numerous 
nameless acts of rage and 
violence, the crowd began to 
evaporate. The anger remained. 

Inside the high school, a small 
detachment of police stayed on 
guard. The faculty had dis- 
appeared from the building, the 
administrators were scattered; 
the trophy case on the second 
floor stood unattended, ‘un- 
molested. Michael Faith had 
fallen before it a few hours

Will Dwight Follow 
In Duke’s Footsteps?

Can a person who runs for lieutenant 
governor and loses stay politically alive 
for four years, come back, run for governor 
and win? Ordinarily, no. 

But Gov.-elect Michael S. Dukakis did 
it, and now Lt. Gov. Donald R. Dwight, 
almost the forgotten man in the depressed 
Sargent administration, will attempt to 
do the same. 

Serving in the office of lieutenant 
governor can be a bummer. 
Constitutionally, the post entails only two 
duties: to serve as acting governor in the 
absence of the governor, and to preside at 
the weekly meetings of the Executive 
Council when the governor does not. And 
unless the governor gives his deputy 
something else to do, that’s it. 

Republican Gov. Francis W. Sargent 
knows what it’s like. He had nothing to do 
when he served as lieutenant governor un- 
der Gov. John A. Volpe, and he used to 
seek out people — politicians, reporters, 
friends, to talk with and pass away the 
time. The Volpe administration simply 
did not give him any assignments. 

But when Sargent became governor and 
Dwight his lieutenant, Sargent gave 
Dwight additional duties, such as charg- 
ing him with the overall responsibility to 
deal with the problem of corrections. 
“This office would be a living hell with 
nothing to do,” the outgoing lieutenant 
governor said in an interview. 

Dwight, who fully intended to run for 
governor in 1978 had not his ticket been 
defeated by Dukakis and Lt. Gov.-elect 
Thomas P. O’Neill, must now, like prac- 
tically all the people who work for 
Sargent, scurry around for a job. 

His family owns the Holyoke 
Transcript, but Dwight does not believe 
he will go back to the paper. ““The ideal 
job for me would be one where I could 
have some latitude, where I could move in 
the political field. The type of job I get is 
going to dictate if I can stay alive 
politically,” said Dwight, who is not an 
attorney. 

Dukakis, who is an attorney, began 
campaigning for governor just weeks after 
he lost for lieutenant governor on the 
ticket headed by Mayor Kevin H. White 
in 1970. Dukakis used to practice law dur- 
ing the day and politick at night early in 
his four-year drive. And he surprised most 
observers by not only staying alive, but 
coming on as strong as he did in his 
September primary win over Atty. Gen. 
Robert H. Quinn. 

But can a defeated Republican lieute- 
nant governor do the same in a state that 
is Democratic, with an ever-increasing 
number of Independents? Dwight intends 
to find out. 

The lieutenant governor, in a sense, has 
already begun his quest. He has filed 
legislation for the 1975 session of the 
Legislature that challenges Dukakis’s 
plan to abolish the Executive Council and 
establish a screening committee to select 
judicial nominees.

Under Dwight’s bill — which, like 
Dukakis’s, would require a change in the 
Constitution — the eight members of the 
Executive Council would be nominated 
by the governor, and confirmed by the 
Senate, rather than elected by the people. 
The governor would be required to 
nominate two retired judges, two law 
professors, one practicing attorney and 
two non-attorneys. The Council would re- 
tain the power to confirm all of the gover- 
nor’s judicial nominations. 

“Tt is essential that a system of checks 
and balances relating to the governor’s 
appointments to the bench be main- 
tained. The public interest requires it. 
Councilors should be specially qualified 
to evaluate the fitness of judicial 
nominees, and the present system does 
not give that assurance. The answer is not 
to abolish the Council but to change it,” 
Dwight said. 

Dwight made his remarks, interestingly 
enough, the day after Dukakis visited the 
Executive Council to tell its members he 
intended to abolish that body and to 
move the Council out of its ornate 
meeting room beside the ,overnor’s office. 


“It is wishful thinking,” Dwight said, 
“to suggest that a system under which ap- 
pointees of a governor recommend 
judicial nominees to him can be objective 
or can maintain a governor’s accoun- 
tability for his appointments to the 
bench. The only kind of screen such a 
plan would establish is a smokescreen.” 

Another proposed constitutional 
amendment filed by Dwight would re- 
quire candidates for governor and lieute- 
nant governor to run as a team in the 
September primary as well as the 
November election. Candidates currently 
are not required to do so in the primary. 

Dwight, whom Sargent selected as his 
running mate in 1970, said that it is only 
chance now that dictates whom a guber- 
natorial nominee ends up with as a run- 
ning mate following. the primary. 

“It is quite conceivable, under existing 
law, to elect a governor and a lieutenant 
governor who are incompatible,” he said, 
“whose views and philosophies of govern- 
ment differ sharply.” 

Indeed, it was only by chance that 
Dukakis ended up with O’Neill, who won 
the nomination for lieutenant governor 
over four other candidates in the 
Democratic primary. And Dukakis and 
O’Neill have yet to say whether they 
voted for one another in that primary. 


Dwight said that had Sargent and he 
won the election, the Governor would 
have given him more responsibilities, 
such as putting him in charge of dealing 
with the entire problem of the sagging 
economy. “I would have been out front. I 
would have run for govgrnor,”’ he said. 

Does he have any regrets after serving 
for four years as number two? “Yes, 
losing,”’ he joked. “‘No, seriously, I have 
no regrets. I hope to get a job that will

Gayline Greetings 
puts out cards geared to the les- 
bian and homosexual communi- 
ty; they are available at the 
Charles Street Meeting House in 
Boston, the Freedom Center or 
through Gayline Greetings, Box 


1715, Boston 02105. The Fund 
for Animals, at 62 Sacramento 
Street in Cambridge, has a tiger 
on its Christmas card; again, 
hours are irregular, so it’s best to 
call 661-1265 before dropping in. 
And of course, there are always 
the lovely Unicef cards, whose 
proceeds go to feed starving 
children— with world food shor- 
tages, support here is more 
necessary than ever. Unicef will 
be selling its cards and other 
items throughout the Boston 
area and in several colleges and 
hospital gift shops. Central 
locations include the main Post 
Office in Post Office Square, 
Boston, and the Cambridge 
Trust Co. in Harvard Square. 
Having sent out your cards, 
you're now ready to begin your 
Christmas shopping. Bookstores 
are a good place to start, and 
there are a number of political 
interests and small alternative 
stores in the area. My favorite, 
predictably enough, is New 
Words, on 419 Washington 
Street in Somerville. This is the 
area’s only feminist bookstore, 
and in addition to all kinds of 
woman-related books from the 
regular publishers there are 
many books from women’s and 
alternative presses — The 


Feminist Press, Alice James 
Books, Daughters Inc., i press, 
Times Change Press, etc. In ad- 
dition they have a fine selection 
of non-sexist children’s books. 
The 100 Flowers Bookstore, on 
186 Hampshire Street in Cam- 
bridge is a collectively run store 
with an emphasis on radical, 
feminist, and poetry books; it 
also provides an easy, sociable, 
delightful atmosphere to browse 
in. Another fine radical 
bookstore is the Red Book, on 


91 River Street in Cambridge.’ 


For the most comprehensive se- 
lection of books on the gay ex- 
perience, try the Homophile 
Community Health Service 
Bookstore at 419 Boylston 
Street (Room 403) in Boston. 
Their proceeds go to benefit the 
Service, which provides therapy 


and counseling to the gay com- — 


munity. The Black Survival 
Bookstore, at 445 Blue Hill 
Avenue in Dorchester, has books 
on black history and the black 
experience, with a large selection 
of books for children. And the 
American Friends Service 
Committee, at 48 Inman Street 
in Cambridge, is another good 
bet. For poetry freaks, there are 
The Grolier Book Shop, 6 
Plympton Street, Cambridge 


and the Temple Bar, 9 Boylston 
Street, both near Harvard 
Square. 

If you’re interested in buying 
work from independent 
craftspeople, you’re in the right 
city. There are dozens of non- 
ripoff places that carry the work 
of such artisans. Of course, you 
can bypass the middle-person 
completely and buy directly 
from the staunch and shivering 
craft-folk who sell their wares 
outside of Holyoke Center in 
Harvard Square. They sell all 
kinds of hand-crafted items at 
all kinds of prices — from $1 on 
up. Parapherna, on 10 Cameron 
Ave. in Cambridge, is a feminist 
store which carries only the work 
of craftswomen. Or you can try 
the Christmas Store at 14 
Arrow St., or The Gypsy 
Wagon, at Hampshire Street, or 
Cabbages and s, at 1859 
Mass. Ave., all in Cambridge, all 
open from noon or | p.m.-til 6 or 
7. Then there is The Craftsman, 
at 440 Blue Hill Ave., down the 
street from the Black Survival 
Bookstore; their crafts come 


‘ chiefly from the black communi- 


ty. The Charles Street 
Meetinghouse, at 70 Charles 
Street in Boston, carries jewelry, 
prints, and other crafts from 


members of the gay community 
as well as T-shirts depicting the 
symbolic Lavender Rhino; 
proceeds from these sales go to 
the Meetinghouse Church. 

The Paulist Center at 5 Park 
Street in Boston has once again 
opened its Global Village, 
which sells a wide variety of 
crafted items — batik, weavings, 
carvings, and others — as well as 
Christmas decorations, all made 
by senior citizens, refugees, the 
handicapped, mentally retarded, 
and other underprivileged 
craftspeople from all over the 
U.S. and many third-world 
countries. They're open from 
11:30 to 8:30 every day and offer 
items “from 19¢ to $19.” The 
Peace Boutique, at 811 
Washington Street in Newton- 
ville, is open Mon.-Sat., 10 to 5. ~ 
They sell pottery, jewelry, 
Eskimo crafts, toys made by Ap- 
palachian children, and other 
craft items, and their proceeds 
are divided among a. number of 
peace groups. Freedom Center, 
located in the basement of the 
Arlington Street Church at 355

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Drugstore Holdups—

Many of us are shocked, dis- 
mayed, angered, and otherwise 
provoked when, in the midst of 
filling out our tax forms, we 
figure just how much we've shell- 
ed out in medical expenses in a 
year. One of the stars in the 
high-cost-of-medical care 
charade is pharmaceuticals. It’s 
come to the point where, for 
some, the mere sight of a 
prescription pad is a source of 
terror. The message delivered so 
illegibly on that little piece of 
paper too often results in a fat 
bill from the druggist. But of 
course, when we're sick we have 
little choice but to pay the in- 
flated prices for pills or 
medicine. 

The Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare, which 
picks up the tab for a great many 
prescriptions through Medicare, 
Medicaid and other federal 
health programs, has long been 
weary of the high cost of drugs. 
The Department has proposed a 
plan, bitterly opposed by large 
drug companies, to limit the 
price it will pay for some 
prescription drugs. 

Under the proposed plan, 
HEW will set up a pharma- 
ceutical reimbursement board to 
determine the maximum prices 
the government will pay for cer- 
tain drugs. Initially, only 12 to 20 
drugs will be affected, and yet, in 
its first year of operation the 
plan will save HEW an estim- 
ated $88.8 million (or as much as 
$100 million) on total sales of 
$1.2 billion by drug companies 
under federal programs. 

Casper Weinberger, Secretary 
of HEW, is quoted in the Nov. 15 
Federal Register as saying that 
“ savings of 22 to 36 percent 
would result from the dispensing 
of lower cost equivalent 
products.’’ He was talking about 
comparative shopping, in a roun- 
dabout way, and recommending 
that HEW stop paying bloated 
prices for drugs. 

‘If HEW can save up to one- 
third on drug costs, why 


shouldn’t we? Well, we can save 
on prescription drugs by careful 
shopping (which actually begins 
in the doctor’s office — see ac- 
companying story) and by lear- 
ning the difference between 
brand names and generic names. 
That difference, in many cases is 
spelled only in dollar signs. 

Weinberger addressed himself 
to this when he noted (Federal 
Register, 11/15/74) that ‘“‘the 
Department is aware that a 
number of drugs containing the 
same active ingredients in the 
same dosage form are available 
from different producers and 
labelers at significantly different 
prices.” 

In a survey of 90 pharmacies 
conducted two years ago, the 
Western Massachusetts Public 
Interest Research Group found 
generally high and widely vary- 
ing prices for commonly used 
drugs. PIRG reported that prices 
ranged from a low of $2 in a 
Holyoke pharmacy to a high of 


$9.97 in Springfield for 20 cap- 
sules of the same drug. Dorothea 
Katzenstein, who headed the 
survey project, said that “in 
several cases, stores of equal size 
on the same street would show a 
400 to 500 percent price range for 
the drug. We think that if con- 
sumers knew of the price 
differences they would seek out 
less expensive places to shop.” 
Comparative shopping could 
reduce family drug costs by 40 to 
50 percent, Dr. Joseph Harris of 
the Massachusetts Attorney 
General’s Consumer Protection 
Division estimated when the 
PIRG survey was released. 
Before you can,save money on 
prescriptions, though, you have: 
to have some knowledge of why, 


. how and phere the price dis- 


crepancies occur. To start with, 
many high-cost prescriptions are 
a result of the exorbitant price of 
advertising. This is where the 
terms ‘“‘brand name’’ and 
“generic name” come in. The

large companies that produce 
brand-name drugs — and that 
spend about $4000 per doctor per 
year touting them — are one 
source of price hikes. 

The description of just what 
constitutes a generic drug is 
given in the Prescription Price 
Book distributed by OSCO Drugs: 

When a new drug is in- 
vented, there usually are two 
names associated with it... 
the generic name, which is 
the common name for the 
chemical in the drug ... 
land] the brand name, which 
is the manufacturer’s 
trademarked name for the 
specific formulation. 

No one can duplicate the 
drug without the manufac- 
turer’s permission due to a 
seventeen year patent law. 
For this period of time, the 
drug is the exclusive property 
of the manufacturer. . . [and] 
is usually introduced to the 
market under the trade name 


rather than the common 
generic name. 

However, after expiration 
of the patent, it becomes 
perfectly legal for other 
manufacturers to chemically 
reproduce the trademarked 
drug. These chemically 
equivalent drugs are known 
as generic drugs.... 

Since patent laws are 
designed to re-imburse the 
manufacturer for the research 
and development associated 
with the original formulation, 
brand. names generally (but 
not always) cost more than 
their generic equivalents. 


In a press release issued at the 
time of its initial drug survey, 
Western Mass PIRG put it more 
forcefully: “Drugs purchased by 
generic name are less expensive 
than those purchased by brand 
or trademark.” 

Boston cannot legally set the 
prices of drugs, but the city was 
the first in the US to pass an or- 
dinance enabling consumers to 
compare prescription prices for 
themselves. This ordinance, 
which went into effect in 1970, 
requires pharmacies to post their 
prices in a conspicuous area. 
Posters listing about 250 drugs 
were printed and distributed to 
Boston drugstores, each of which 
was responsible for filling in the 
prices and pasting them up. 
These posters, according to Ro- 
que Alvarez, the Consumer 
Health Aide for the Department 
of Health and Hospitals, quickly 
became dingy and tattered. ‘‘Ac- 
tually, they weren’t what you 
could call attractive in the first 
place,” he said. “They looked 
like something for the phar- 
macist’s use, just a chart, and 
not much like an easily readable 
source for the consumer.” 

New bright yellow posters are 
now being distributed to Boston 
pharmacies. These are more at- 
tractive than their predecessors 
and will be displayed, it is 
hoped, so as to be noticed by the

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ls Duke’s ‘Affirmative Action’ Just a Quota?

The appointment of Paul 
Parks to the post of Secretary of 
Education indicates strongly 
that Gov.-Elect Michael S. 
Dukakis, for good or ill, is com- 
mitted to the same appointive 
policy set by Republican Gov. 
Francis W. Sargent four years 
ago. It is the quota system. 

Dukakis named Parks, the 51- 
year-old director of Boston 
Model Cities Administration, to 
the top education position last 
week at a taped WGBH-TV, 
Channel 2, press conference. 
Parks became Dukakis’s fourth 
Cabinet member and the first 
black. 

Four years ago, upon assuming 
office for his first full four-year 
term, Sargent set out to appoint 
a 10-member Cabinet, and to fill 
other top jobs, on the basis of 
race, ethnic origin and sex, 
regardless of party. Sargent 
needed at least one woman in his 
cabinet, so he appointed former 
state Rep. Mary B. Newman, a 
Republican, as Secretary of 
Manpower Affairs; he needed an 
Irish Democrat, particularly in 
public safety, and so he named 
Richard E. McLaughlin, a 
Democrat, as Secretary of Public 
Safety. He needed a few blacks 
and named Steven Minter as 
commissioner of the Department 
of Public Welfare, John O. Boone 
as Commissioner of Corrections, 
and Thomas Atkins as Secretary 
of Communities and Develop- 
ment. He needed a WASP and 
gave the post of Secretary of En- 
vironmental Affairs to Charles 
H.W. Foster. He wanted a few 
Jews, and he selected Alan 
Altshuler for transportation, 
Jack Leff for elderly affairs, and 
William I. Cowin for administra- 
tion and finance. 


It was no secret that Sargent 
sought balance. Sources in his 
administration admitted it 
openly. 

Although denied by the 
Sargent Administration, it was 
speculated at the time that the 
governor reacted to state 
problems almost *in a 
black/white, discriminating, 
knee-jerk fashion: that when he 
looked upon the issues of welfare 
and corrections he saw black; 
that when he looked upon en- 
vironmental matters he saw 
WASP; that when he looked 
upon the problem of crime he 
saw the Irish-Catholic cop, and 
appointed people accordingly. 

Whether this was true is 
something that cannot be deter- 
mined, and it is all pretty 
academic anyway. What is not 
so academic is that Sargent set 
the tone for the quota system 
and that Dukakis appears to be 
following that example: 

The governor-elect thus far 
has appointed his black, his 
Irish-Catholic cop, his woman, 
and a former colleague in the 
Massachusetts House, John R. 
Buckley. A state representative 
from Abington, Buckley was 
Dukakis’s first appointment as 
secretary of administration and 
finance, the man who will 
oversee the proposed cutting of 
the budget. He was the House 
chairman of the Committee on 
Taxation, a friend of the new 
governor’s, and a man who 
appears qualified to do the job. A 
Harvard educated practical 
politician whom fellow pols 
can talk with, he is a tie to the 
Legislature. 

The Irish-Catholic cop is 
Boston Police Department 
Deputy Superintendent Charles 
V. Barry, a 27-year veteran of the

force, whom the Duke appointed 
as Secretary of Public Safety. The 
woman is Mrs. Lucy Benson, the 
former president of the National 
League of Women Voters, who 
was named as Secretary of 
Human Services, by far the 
largest bureaucracy in state 
government, responsible for 
spending more than half of the 
state’s budget. 

What should be noted is just 
how and where the ap- 
pointments were .announced. 
Buckley’s was at a joint press 
conference at the State House, 
indicative of where Buckley will 
spend all of his time working for 
the new governor and dealing 
with his friends in the 


Legislature. 


Benson’s was in a conference 
room high in the Saltonstall 
State Office Building, a building 
that almost entirely is the do- 
main of the vast Human Services 
Dept. Barry’s appointment was 
announced during a Dukakis ad- 
dress at a law enforcement 
seminar at Northeastern Univer- 
sity. And Parks was proclaimed 
Secretary of Education before a 
Channel 2 audience, the type of 
audience, generally speaking, 
that would be opposed to cuts in 
the education budget and in 
favor of forced busing to ac- 
complish school integration. 

It is interesting to note that 
Parks is an advocate of busing 


and helped write the Racial Im- 
balance Law, while Barry 
appears to be sympathetic to the 
citizens he grew up with in 
Boston who are opposed to forc- 
ed busing. 

Now that four Cabinet 
members have been appointed, 
the Duke has six left to go. And, 
of the six, three more will be 


‘women, for a total of four women 


in a 10-member Cabinet. 

Two weeks ago, at the 
Democratic off-year convention 
in Kansas City, which the Duke 
attended, the party came out 
against a minority quota system 
for selecting delegates to the 
nominating convention in 1976. 
So why did he favor such a 
system of selecting Cabinet 
members? Well, Duke said, it 
was not exactly a quota system, 
but an “affirmative action” plan 
of hiring minority group 
members. Which amounts to the 
same thing. 

The point, however, is this: 
does a chief executive, like the 
governor, say in advance that he 
wants four women, a black or 
two, and some other types in his 
Cabinet, and then review their 
qualifications? Or does he first 
seek out qualified people for the 
positions, regardless of who or 
what they are, and then appoint 
them strictly on the basis of their 
qualifications? 

Good government, efficient 
government, would dictate the 
latter approach: the best people 
to do the best job, no matter who 
they are. Good politics, which 
sometimes can go along with 
good government, would require 
the former approach. 

Dukakis is attempting to join 
good politics with good govern- 
ment. Only time will tell if it is 
the right choice.

will continue to operate in the 
same place and in the same way 
when the market is redone. 

The three market buildings in- 
volved in the Rouse project are 
the legacy of Boston’s first 
mayor, Josiah Quincy, who 
proposed them because the city 
had outgrown its old market 
building, Faneuil Hall. Faneuil 
Hall, which served as both 
market and assembly hall at the 
time of the Revolution, was built 
in 1742 and enlarged in 1806 by 
Bullfinch. 

But for the new city of 55,000 
in the 1820’s, it had again grown 
too small. Besides, the city 
fathers were also anxious to do 
something about the Town Dock 
area near Faneuil Hall, which 
was in shambles. (At this time, 
the harbor extended all the way 
to Faneuil Hall, hence the name 
Dock Square for an area now 
several hundred yards from the 
water.) 

In Boston: A Topographical 
History, Walter Muir Whitehill 
described the Town Dock locale 
in the first part of the 19th cen- 
tury: 

The Town Dock served chief- 
ly as a receptacle for dead 
cats and other rubbish, its 
watercraft consisting of a pair 
of scows moored for the sale of 
oysters, wholesale and

retail. Those who wished 
could, as an early nineteenth 
century visitor observed, eat 
them on the spot at a “rough 
bench furnished with saucers 
and forks, vinegar cruet and 
pepper box, and a plate of 
hard biscuits, called 
crackers.’’ Temporary 
wooden sheds cluttered the 
region, and on high market 
days farmers’ carts complete- 
ly obstructed all adjacent 
streets. When a drove of pigs 
passed through the streets, 
boys would shout ‘‘Here come 
the Charlestown folks,’’ grab- 
bing the smaller pigs by the 
tail, tossing them into shop 
doors or scattering them over 
the sidewalks, to the peril of 
pedestrians. 

To remedy the situation, the 
burgeoning city undertook what 
is considered the first “urban 
renewal” program in the coun- 


try. The shacks were demolished 
and the Town Dock and nearby 
wharves filled to extend the land 
and make way for a new market 
and two flanking warehouses 
designed by Alexander Parris, 
granite and brick buildings of 
monumental proportions that 
still communicate both elegance 
and rock-bottom Yankee stabili- 


ty. 

The two-story, granite, Greek 
Revival Quincy Market, built by 
the city for $150,000, was com- 
pleted in 1826. The warehouses, 
actually a collection of 45 in- 
dividual buildings, were built by 
private businessmen and 
merchants, who bought lots from 
the city on the agreement that 
the connecting buildings would 
be constructed according to the 
Parris plans. 

When finished, the Faneuil 
Hall Market was a masterpiece 
whose reputation spread far 


beyond the city. New York and 
Philadelphia papers carried 
glowing accounts of this im- 
pressive development at the har- 
bor’s edge. Filling later in the 
century would strand the 
buildings inland. 

Local enthusiasm was un- 
restrained. An India Wharf 
merchant (the wharf is now Har- 
bor Towers) wrote to his sister in 
1826: 

Put on your best bib and 

bonnet, then and there be 
ready to take the first stage, 
so as to be in the city by noon, 
so as to pass the afternoon 
viewing the North and South 
Market Streets and the 
Market which separates the 
two streets and which is the 
market of all markets on the 
Globe. 

Until the BRA took over all of 
them except Durgin Park for the 
market redevelopment, the 
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warehouse buildings remained in 
private hands. The Quincy 
Market still belongs to the city. 
Under the still unsigned contract 
between the Rouse Co. and the 
BRA, Rouse will lease the 
buildings for 99 years and pay 
the city at least $600,000 a year 


_ in lieu of taxes, plus a sliding 


percentage of the rents above 3 
million dollars. , 

In the meantime, the three 
buildings are getting a face-lift 
to restore them to their 
appearance in 1826, but even 
here there have been problems 
and delays. The BRA-owned 
North and South Market 
buildings, which are being work- 
ed on by the Falzarano 
Construction Co. of Reading, are 
now more than a year behind 
schedule and $259,000 over the 
budget. The Federal govern- 
ment, which put up $2.3 
million for restoration, has refus- 
ed to pay for the overrun, so the 
difference has had to come out of 
the city’s coffers. BRA Director 
Robert Kenney attributes the 
delays and added costs to the 


. kinds of problems that arise in 


historical restoration. He says 
many things just don’t show up 


‘until you strip off the walls and 


floors. But despite the added 
time and money, the Rouse Co. 
still won’t be getting the 
buildings in the condition it had 
expected. For Rouse, this will 
mean extra costs. Since spring of 
1973 when Rouse was selected, 
the expenses of its part of the 
project have risen from $16 to 
$20 million. 

The delays on the exterior 
restoration have, however, had 
little to do with the stalled Rouse 
plans. Some of the interior 
restoration could have started 
last spring, by which time the 
BRA, the city and Rouse had 
worked out the lease and a tax 
agreement. All that was needed 
was the money, and that is still 
the problem seven months later. 


_.The BRA and Rouse were sup- 


posed to close the deal last July, 
and since then the Authority has 
granted Rouse extension after 
extension. The next extension 
will lapse Feb. 3. 
“I have no reason to believe we 
can’t make that deadline,” says 
Rouse’s Michael Glosserman, 
who has been working to secure 
the financing for the markets 
project. “In light of the economy, 
we've been making excellent 


| progress.” 


Glosserman_ explains, 
however, the problem isn’t simp- 
ly the economy. The project is un- 
ique, and conservative bankers 
prefer to put their money in more 
conventional investments. Hard 
times, Glosserman says, make 
them even more conservative. 
“Even in a good money market, 
the project would be difficult to 
finance.” 

From the banks’ point of view, 
the project is risky for several 
reasons. First of all, the plan is 
not being designed around what 
banks consider to be fail-safe 
tenants, or “‘credit’’ tenants, to 
use their jargon. Prime ‘‘credit” 
tenants include Sears, Penny’s, 
Baskin-Robbins and other 
national chains. (Yes, there is a 
reason why all shopping centers 
look alike: the banks like them 
that way.) The banks are less 
enthusiastic about locally run 
specialty shops and restaurants 
and food services that will make 
up a large part of the Rouse 
development. 

Glosserman considers it a ma- 
jor victory that Teachers’ In- 
surance and Annuity Co. has 
agreed to put up $20.5 million for 
the project’s long-term mortgage 
without requiring a certain 
percentage of these ‘credit’ 
tenants. In some cases, financing 
institutions stipulate that at 
least 65 percent of retail centers 
be made up of these national 
chains. However, this money 
(which will be used to pay off a 
short-term loan of the same 
amount) won’t be available until 
the project is completed and in 
operation. 

Rouse’s problem is that he still 
has not been able to come up 
with all the short-term money. 


Though Rouse asked the Chase

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Squeeze Put Vegetable Vendors?

In the America of supermarket 
Muzak, frozen convenience food 
and plastic packaging, the out- 
door Blackstone market is a 
heady experience. On weekends, 
the pushcarts displaying 
pyramids of oranges, bushel 
baskets of onions and bouquets 
of curly parsley jam the streets 
around the Blackstone block 
near Faneuil Hall. 

The pushcarts are but a rem- 
nant of the food market that 
once centered around Faneuil 
Hall, a market that flourished 
before the: Revolution and dis- 
appeared only recently because 
of redevelopment and urban 
renewal. All around the pushcart 
vendors, things have been 
changing. The wholesale 
produce businesses have been 
relocated outside the city. The 
nearby Faneuil Hall Market is to 
become:a specialty retail center 
catering to tourists, office 
workers and upper-income peo- 
ple. Scollay Square has become 
Government Center. Office 
towers have sprouted all around. 
The old waterfront beyond the 
Central Artery is now a high-rent 
district with its own apartment 


at certain times by the hawkers 
and peddlers, but whether this 
law will stand up in court is a 
matter of opinion. 

“I don’t know if a peddler 
could use the statute to protect 
his own rights,’’ says Dan 


Sullivan, a Boston Legal > 


Assistance Project lawyer. 
Sullivan has been following the 
redevelopment of the market 
area in his spare time and is con- 
cerned that sooner or later rising 
land values and the economic 
forces created by renewal will 
shove out the pushcart vendors 
and the meat and produce 
merchants who still do business 
in the Blackstone block and the 
Faneuil Hall area. Most of the 
buildings adjacent to the ven- 
dors are privately owned and 
rumors have been circulating 
that some of them may soon be 
rehabilitated for higher-income 
uses. Though none of the 
rumored changes has yet come to 
pass, Sullivan and others think 
it’s an attractive opportunity for 
the building owners. 

“If it ever came to a struggle, 
they could certainly organize 
around the statute, but if they 
had to go to court, I couldn’t 


statute... a very inadequate 
law.” Sullivan also points out 
that the law refers only to 
Blackstone St. On weekends, the 
vendors also crowd adjoining 
North and Hanover Streets. 
Even assuming the law would 
stand up in court, these vendors 
are not protected. 

Gus Serra, the president of the 
newly formed Haymarket 
Pushcart Assn., is wary, but he 
says, “I honestly believe the 
BRA wants to keep the market 
there” [on Blackstone]. Serra, 
who is also a state Rep. from East 
Boston, is, however, suspicious 
of city plans to tidy up the area: 
“What they mean and what we 
mean may be different.’’ He per- 
sonally opposes the canopy the 
BRA has talked about erecting 
over the vendors, something he 
says will be “real fancy” and 
change the funky character of 
the area. 

Despite a desire to believe in 
the BRA’s good faith, the 
pushcart vendors are not assum- 
ing BRA promises are legal 
guarantees. At last réport, Serra 
and his Haymarket Pushcart 
Assn., which included almost all

As change has followed 
change, the pushcart vendors 
have been haunted by fears and 
rumors. How will they fit into 
this “high-class” marketplace? 
How long before the city will try 
to push them out? How can they 
protect themselves from being 
relocated away from the Faneuil 
Hall area where they’ve been 
peddling fruits and vegetables 
for generations? 

Over the years, these 
questions have spawned semi- 
annual newspaper stories with 
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the Legislature that supposedly 
guarantee the pushcarts a place 
in the market area. 

But the irrepressible questions 
are back again, this time because 
of proposed changes in the 19th 
century laws governing the 
Faneuil Hall Market. The BRA 
has asked the City Council to 
repeal these laws so that the 
Rouse Company will have a free 
hand in its redevelopment plans 
for the area. The Rouse Com- 
pany wants to lease not only the 
market buildings, but the streets 
between and surrounding them. 

That’s where the pushcart 
vendors come in. One of the laws 
supposedly protecting them in- 
volves the streets between the 
market buildings. This law, 
passed in 1970, states that if for 
any reason the peddlers are dis- 
placed from their present loca- 
tion on Blackstone St., the city 
must provide space for them on 
North and South Market 
Streets. 

In a recent City Council hear- 
ing, Councillor Joseph Tierney 
questioned whether the vendors 
will be protected if the city leases 
the streets to Rouse for 99 years. 
A Rouse spokesman says they 
will, but Tierney is dissatisfied. 
He feels the BRA-Rouse lease 
should clearly detail how and 

“under what conditions the ven- 
dors will be relocated, in the 
event it ever comes to that.

The Boston-based Christian Science 
Monitor is going to convert from a full- 
sized newspaper to a tabloid next April 1 
— only it’s going to be called a “compact” 
to avoid the sensational image of tabs. 
And the price is going up 

Managing Editor Earl. Phoel said the 
decision is designed to save money 
(though the new format will feature half 
the present page size and twice as many 
pages), sell ads more effectively and, it is 
hoped, improve circulation by making the 
paper “more convenient, easier to read.” 

When the transformation occurs, the 
Monitor’s price will rise from 15 cents to a 
quarter on the newsstands, and from $33 
to $40 a year for a mail subscription. Also, 
the “international” edition, printed in 
London, will become a weekly rather than 
a daily, and its contents will be altered to 
appeal more to the European reader. In 
the past it has merely been a reduced ver- 
sion of the American Monitor. 

The implication of all this is that the 
publication, never a money-maker, has 
fallen on hard times — particularly since 
the paper is also making “modest”’ staff 
reductions (Phoel stressed no reporters 
would be laid off). 

The Monitor’s circulation has been as 
high as 260,000, but after the decision was 
made to abolish all cut-rate introductory 
subscription offers, it fell to a low of 190,- 
000. Now circulation has crept back to 
200,000 and is still climbing, Phoel said. 

* * 

Big changes are expected in local TV 
news next year. Reports are that Channel 
5 will finally implement its long- 
postponed decision to extend its 6 o’clock 
news to a full hour in March, and staff 
changes at that time are likely . . . Not to 
be outdone, Channel 4 is believed to be 
planning Boston’s first 90-minute TV 
news program after the first of the year 

.. And Channel 7, still awaiting arrival 
of its first live remote camera (Channel 5 
has already ordered its second) will then 
probably be forced to follow suit for fear of 
being left in the dust. None of this, of 
course, is motivated by a new-found desire 


to inform the public more fully. It’s simp- 
ly that local TV news has become enor- 
mously profitable to the stations, and 
they will continue to expand their 
programs as long as they can sell all the 
commercial time. 

But the show biz news mystique, ap- 
parently, is not limited entirely to the 
commercial stations. Reporters on 
Channel 2’s Evening Compass program 
are taking acting lessons. Or, at least, 
they are taking lessons from an actor, one 


‘Ed Tholman, who is teaching them, 


most of whom have newspaper, not broad- 
casting backgrounds, how to talk and 
breathe. ‘“‘We don’t want to sound or look 
like Tom Ellis,” said one. “‘He’s just try- 
ing to get us to communicate better.”

Manhattan Bank for a $20.5 
million short-term loan, it has 
agreed to put up only half that, 
provided the company can find 
the rest elsewhere. 

So far, Rouse has been un- 
successful. Now, even the BRA 
has gotten into the money hunt. 
Recently, Director Kenney 
arranged a meeting between the 
founder of the Rouse empire, 
James Rouse, and a group of 
Boston bankers in an effort to 
shake some Boston money loose. 

Many, however. are wondering 
whether the Rouse Co.’s recent 
financial troubles aren’t also a 
part of the problem. A member 
of a Boston real estate develop- 
ment firm, who wishes to remain 
anonymous, remarked, “It’s 
generally assumed the Rouse Co. 
is not sound financially. Why 
can’t it persuade Chase to put up 
more, and why is the BRA hav- 
ing to drag Rouse around?” 

A Maryland business expert 
who follows the Rouse Co. joked 
about the turkey pictured on the 
cover of the company’s most re- 
cent annual report, saying that’s 
about the kind of year it had. 
The turkey is actually a sculp- 
ture the company commissioned 
for the mall at one of its shop- 
ping centers. This observer, who 
also wished not to be named, has 
studied the company’s annual 
reports and its report to the 
Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission. He described the an- 
nual report as “weak.” The com- 
pany has recently lost millions, 
and Rouse Co. stock has 
plummeted from $30 a share in 
1972 to less than $3 dollars a 
share in recent months. Rouse- 
Wates, a subsidiary set up to 
mass-produce housing, recently 
folded after the Federal govern- 
ment withdrew its financial sup- 
port. 

Forbes, a national financial 
magazine, has also been following 
the woes of Rouse Co. In October 
it reported, ‘‘Jim Rouse has 
barely pulled his company out of 
a liquidity crisis. Its stockholder 
equity shrank from $21 million 
to $3 million in the past three 
years.”’ Forbes says that at 
Columbia, the ambitious, totally 
planned, totally new city Rouse 
has been building between 
Washington, D.C. and 
Baltimore, “the Rouse Co. had 
to be bailed out by its partner, 
Hartford’s Connecticut General 
Insurance Corp.” 

Despite these setbacks, Rouse 
Co. spokesmen staunchly main- 
tain the company still has an ex- 
cellent credit relationship with 
the banks. “In real estate, the 
financing is based on the securi- 
ty of the project,” says Roy 
Williams, who is directing the 
market project. “Even though 
Rouse has had some ba... ., uh, 
not particularly good reports, it’s 
still a company with a net worth 
of $100 million.” 

What if the financing still 
doesn’t come through by the 
February deadline? How long 
will the BRA continue to grant 
extensions? Some observers have 
suggested that the Rouse Co. 
might be intentionally foot- 
dragging in hopes that the in- 
terest rates will drop. “If I were 
Rouse, I'd be delaying,” one real 
estate expert said. 

Rouse representatives are sen- 
sitive about this suggestion and 
deny it adamantly. “I don’t 
think they’re delaying,” says 
BRA Director Kenney, 
“however, it’s a thought that 
has crossed our minds. We’re 
keeping the pressure on them.” 

Kenney says he hasn’t decided 
about additional extensions if 
funding problems continue, but 
it is clear the BRA is not anxious 
to take the project away from 
Rouse. 

After all, Rouse was the big- 
time developer, the safe bet, the 
outfit everyone thought could do 
it and do it with class. The BRA 
and the Mayor are desperately 
hoping it will all work out. No 
one is asking the question aloud, 
but some are thinking, “If Rouse 
can’t pull it off, who can?”

people they're intended to serve. 
Massachusetts was the first 
state in the nation to enact a 
generic drug law. Backers of the 
1970 bill predicted that they 
would save Commonwealth 
citizens millions of dollars in an- 
nual drug costs by requiring doc- 
tors to prescribe drugs either by 
the generic name, or by both the 
generic name and the brand 
name. What some consumer 
groups see as a loophole in that 
law (but which doctors and 
legislators seem to view as an ab- 
solutely necessary feature) is 
that doctors may indicate that 
they want the druggist to fill the 
prescription with a brand-name 
drug only. This portion of the bill 
was intended to allow physicians 
to prescribe brand-name drugs 
they consider superior to the 
generic equivalents. All too 


often, according to one 
legislator’s staffer, the doctor has 
little more to go on than the drug 
company’s assurance (or adver- 
tisement) that its product is 
better than the generic. And doc- 
tors are not, after all, highly 
trained pharmacists. “... You 
are depending on an uneducated 
guess by a very well educated 
man — the doctor — who in- 
advertently leads the ignorant 
public to believe something that 
isn’t necessarily so,” said a 
Phoenix source in the Depart- 
ment of Health and Hospitals. 
“Physicians can hardly avoid 
falling into something of a chum- 
my relationship with the drug 
companies,” one doctor told the 
Phoenix. “From the time you're 
a first-year med student these 
guys are approaching you in 
hospital hallways, giving you 
flashlights, reflex tuning forks, 
books. ‘What can I do for you, 
Doc?’ is usually their opening 
line. ‘Is there anything I can send 
you? Is your mother sick?’ They 
may give you a little ‘learners’

The following chart lists the results of a drug price survey 
conducted by the Phoenix the first week of December. Phar- 
macies in various areas of the city were chosen at random, and 
the price quotes were obtained from the druggist in each store. 

Valium — was chosen for the survey because it is the most 
commonly prescribed drug. The prices that appear below are 
for a quantity of 50 tablets, 5 mg. The drug is manufactured by 


Ovral, a birth control pill, is manufactured by Wyeth 
Laboratories. It is the second most commonly prescribed drug. 
The price listed below is for a month’s supply of Ovral, which 
usually is 21 tablets. (The 28 tablet monthly supply of Ovral 
sells for the same price in most stores, because the extra seven 


Chlortrimeton tablets, manufactured by Schering Corpora-- 
tion, is an antihistamine often prescribed for hayfever. Prices 
quoted here are for 20 tablets.

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bag’ with tools in it when you’re 
a student, and then when you 
graduate you get a pigskin one 
embossed with your name. These 
guys are the representatives of 
the large pharmaceutical com- 
panies. They’re called “detail 
men.” You get to know them 
very well, mostly because they 
just keep popping -up, offering 
you things and lecturing you 
about their company’s newest 
products. They work like mis- 
sionaries collecting their con- 
verts.” 

Harry F. Dowling, a member 
of the AMA Council on Drugs for 
six years and on the Medical Ad- 
visory Board of the FDA since 
1965, is an authority on drug 
therapy. In his book, Medicines 
for Man, he discusses the detail 
men and their relationships with 


physicians: 
Advertising of drugs is 
suggestive, misleading, 


sometimes downright false. It 
is aimed at the emotions 
rather than reason. It con- 
fuses, contravenes, and cor- 
rupts the physician. It ignores 
the patient’s interests; at 
times it even causes injury to 
his health. And besides, it 
costs too much... . [For ex- 
ample, in one year] one 
general practitioner received 

3636 advertisements and 

samples promoting 604 

different drugs [and this was 

about 10 years ago]. 
Physicians are busy men. 
Everyone from the patient 
waiting in the doctor’s recep- 
tion room to the labor leader 
advocating state medicine 
agrees on that. Since they 
must ‘read as they run,’ 
bright, attractive, attention- 
getting, succinct statements 
about new drugs and new in- 
formation on old drugs should 
be helpful... . If a doctor is 

too busy to read or if he has a 

specific question about a 

drug, it would be valuable if 

someone could tell him in a 

few words about the new 

drugs and answer his 
questions; detail men can 

perform these functions... . 

Many doctors depend on 

advertisements and detail 

men to alert them to the 
appearance of a new drug on 
the market. 

Most prescription pads are 
provided to doctors by the large 
drug companies. Some of these 
pads (it’s hard to say just how 
many) have a printed message 
on the bottom of each sheet: 


Prices can vary 


“Brand Name Only ... No 
Substitutions.” A bill filed last 
year in the state legislature by 
Rep. John G. King attempted to 
put an end to any influence that 
printed message was exerting by 
requiring doctors wishing to in- 
dicate ‘“‘no substitutions” to do 
so in their own handwriting. 
“Every physician prescribing by 
brand-name ... who does not 
wish the generic equivalent of 
said drug to be substituted shall 
indicate on the prescription, ‘Do 
Not Substitute,’ except that 
such indication may not be 
printed or stamped on the 
prescription but shall be in the 
handwriting of the physician or 
shall be typewritten on the 
original and signed by the 
physician,” according to Section 
12G of King’s bill, which did not 
pass. 

Similar legislation concerning 
generic drugs and the posting of 
prices has been filed this year by 
the Department of Public 
Health, the Americans for 
Democratic Action, Sen. Alan 
Sitisky, Rep. Michael F. Flaher- 
ty and Rep. Carl Viveiros. ~ 

Another problem in getting 
generic products to the consumer 
(and thereby saving him or her 
money) is that doctors tend to 
write prescriptions using brand- 


names only because they don’t 
want the patient to see them 
looking up the generic names. It 
looks indecisive, it takes too 
long, or it makes the doctor look 
as if he doesn’t have the answer 
to his patient’s ills at his finger- 
tips. But we have to admit that 
part of the fault lies with all of 
us who have been bred on Dr. 
Kildare and Marcus Welby, and 
who have come to expect 
miracle-worker skills from 
physicians. Maybe we wouldn’t 
feel confident if the doctor took 
the time to look up the generic 
name for Librium (Chlor- 
diazepoxide) or Ovral (Ethinyl 
Estradiol), but we would end up 
with more money. 

Some states have laws requir- 
ing druggists to quote their 
prices over the phone. This 
benefits the elderly and others 
who are less than mobile, enabl- 
ing them to do their own com- 
parative shopping. Massachu- 
setts consumers would be well 
served by such a law; especially 
when we consider that the elder- 
ly, who make up about 10 per- 
cent of the total population, use 


about 25 percent of the prescrib- 


ed drugs. 

While Casper Weinberger at 
his end of the bureaucracy deter- 
mined that HEW could save 
money by insisting on paying 
only for generic drugs, a research 
arm of Congress was going about 
a parallel task. 

The Office of Technological 
Assessment appointed a special 
panel to assess the difference 
between generic and brand- 
name drugs. Its major concern 
was with bio-equivalency, how 
fast the drugs enter the 
bloodstream, and their effec- 
tiveness. The OTA panel 
reported its findings to Congress 


this past summer: most generic 
drugs are bio-equivalent to the 
brand-names. The special panel 
also recommended that Congress 
make public a list of the drugs 
found to be bio-equivalent, so 


that people could shop for- 


themselves and shell out less. No 
such list has been released by 
Congress, and there is no indica- 
tion that it intends to do so. The 
drug lobby, very much opposed 
to releasing such a list, has ob- 
viously exerted more than a little 
influence. 

Some drugstores across the 
state have taken the initiative, 
though, by posting drug prices 
(which is not mandatory outside 
of Boston) and by. advertising 
and promoting prescription drug 
prices (which is prohibited by 
the Massachusetts Board of 
Registry in Pharmacy). 

OSCO Drug Company, a 205- 
store chain with 10 stores in the 
Greater Boston area released a 
Prescription Price Book in Oc- 
tober. The free book is an ex- 
cellent guide available at all 
OSCO stores, listing 95 percent 
of all prescribed drugs (with 
prices and generic names) as well 
as information such as how to 
translate Latin prescriptions. 

The State Board of Registry in 
Pharmacy complained that 
OSCO’s full-page newspaper ads 
with some price listings for com- 
mon drugs, ‘‘degrade the 
professional nature of phar- 
maceutical services.’ The com- 
position of the State Board 
should be noted in order fully to 
appreciate its objection to 
OSCO’s encouragement of com- 
petition between drugstores. The 
Board of Pharmacy is composed 
of five members: four are in- 
dependent pharmacists, one is a 
hospital pharmacist. It adds up 


quite simply: the pharmacists 
are left to govern themselves. 

The Massachusetts Public 
Interest Research Group feels 
the regulations against com- 
petitive pricing in drug adver- 
tising interfere with the public’s 
freedom of choice. PIRG has 
challenged the Board, asking it 
to repeal its advertising restric- 
tions. Nine states have already 
declared such regulations un- 
constitutional. 

‘Diabetics taking insulin 
every day or an elderly person on 
maintenance medicine ought to 
have information through price 
posting and advertising,” Mass 
PIRG’s Executive Director 
Ronald Bogard said. 

Boston consumers could 
benefit from repeal of the State 
Board's ruling. In 1970, the 
Boston Consumers’ Council 
compared prescription prices at 
every pharmacy in the city 
(there are over 250 drugstores 
within the municipal limits) and 
found drastically varying prices. 
A drugstore in Southie, for ex- 
ample, was charging $8 for 
Achromycin (a common an- 
tibiotic) while the same quantity

of the identical drug cost just 
$2.60 at a pharmacy in the North 
End. Advertising could alert the 
public to such disparities. 

Price surveys were conducted 
again in 1973 and 1974 by the 
Consumers’ Council, revealing 
as much as a 456 percent 
differential in price for the same 
drug. The Council also found 
that prices quoted to young 
minority persons were higher 
than those quoted to middle- 
aged white persons. 

Much of what has been dis- 
covered about the phar- 
maceutical industry suggests 
that Horace in his Epistles knew 
the grim truth long before the 
advent of ‘‘consumerism”’: 
“Make money, money by fair 
means, if you can; if not, by any 
means money.” 


How to Save 
On Rx Bills 


Until the government catches 
up with consumer needs, the 
burden will be on you to see that 
you are not bilked at the 
drugstore. Here are some prac- 
tical steps consumers can take to 
hold down the cost of prescrip- 
tions. 

First of all, talk over the 
prescription prices with your 
doctor. Find out whether he 
knows how much medicines cost 
patients, and whether he tries to 
steer them to pharmacies with 
reasonable rates. Ask whether 
he’s prescribing a brand-name or 
a generic drug, and if it’s a brand 
name, ask him why. The answer 
will probably be that the brand- 
name product is a higher quality 
drug — that’s your cue to ask 
him how he knows that. It’s 
possible that the brand-name 
really is better than the generic 
for your particular drug, and 
your doctor may have some 
valuable information. It’s also 
possible that he’s prescribing the 
brand-name product because it’s 
the only one with which he’s 
familiar. 

Ask your doctor to tell you the 
name, quantity and strength of 
your medicine so you can check 
the posted prices in several 
drugstores (and check it against 
the price listed in a guide such as 
The Prescription Price Book, 
free at OSCO drug stores) and 
choose the best deal. 

Some pharmacies provide dis- 
counts for the elderly and for 
members of such organizations 
as the American Association of 
Retired Persons. 

Finally, count your pills. Ac- 
cording to a number of consumer 
drug surveys, people are oc- 
casionally short-changed at the 
counter. They end up paying for 
the full amount of pills prescrib- 
ed while receiving fewer than 
they believe they’re getting. 

There are some things you 
can’t really protect yourself 
against, such as getting 
overcharged for drugs with which 
you're unfamiliar, but the state 
government is doing something 
about deceptive practices. One 
month ago, the Consumer 
Protection Division of the At- 
torney Genera!’s office an- 
nounced it was filing suit against 
two Boston pharmacies that it 
charged were using “unfair and 
deceptive” practices in filling 
prescriptions. Steven’s Phar- 
macy, East Boston, and Burden 
Pharmacy, which is in the North 
End, are accused of the following 
abuses: sale of less expensive 
generie prescription drugs as 
substitutes for more expensive 
brand-name drugs at brand- 
name prices; failure to mark 
prescription drugs with an “ex- 
piration date” after which the 
drugs deteriorate and should be 
thrown away; and failure to 
package some drugs in light 
resistant containers required by 


law.

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Juveniles Are Still Taking Their CHINS

When it was enacted last year, 
the CHINS law (for Children in 
Need of Services) was billed an 
enlightened step forward in the 
treatment of juvenile offenders 
such as runaways, truants and 
stubborn children. 

But 12 months later, CHINS is 
under fire from a coalition of 
citizens’ groups, government 
agencies and legislators who 
want to reyise it. A soon-to-be- 
released report by the Mass Ad-

vocacy Center is expected to 
show that in practice the law has 
frustrated the realization of its 
own goals. Massachusetts Office 
for Children Director David S. 
Liederman says simply, “It’s a 
bad law.” 

It’s not all bad. The CHINS 
law decriminalized’ the 
categories of runaway, truant 
and stubborn child, and 
recognized that these children 
need services, not incarceration 
with convicted delinquents. But 
the law also empowered courts 
and probation offices to deter- 
mine who needed those services 
and which services they would 
receive. 

Its critics claim the legislation 
never got to the heart of the 


problem — that non-delinquent 
children should be kept out of 
adversary court proceedings 
whenever possible, and that 
more funds are required for 
programs to help the runaway or 
truant make a social adjust- 
ment. 

Mass Advocacy’s study, un- 
dertaken by MIT student Loren 
Dessonville, makes these con- 
clusions: 

e More’ juvenile status 
offenders are winding up in court 
proceedings now than before the 
CHINS law was enacted. 

e The availability of services 
for these juveniles has declined 
over “the same period, because 
the Legislature never ap- 
propriated the funds.

e The law is confusing and 
has ‘‘undesirable idiosyn- 
cracies.” For example, the re- 
quirement that different judges 
preside over different stages of a 
CHINS proceeding can 
significantly delay the case or in- 
troduce a judge unfamiliar with 
the nuances of juvenile law. 

The precise statistics showing 
increased court-related 


‘appearances by juvenile status 


offenders will be released in the 
full report by Mass Advocacy. 
Dessonville feels that the rise is 
attributable to a greater 
willingness on the part of parents 
and school officials to enlist 
court assistance in controlling a 
child, since they bélieve the 
stigma of formal criminal 
charges no longer exists. 

Court involvement, though, 
may still be psychologically 
harmful to a kid. “When you put 
a juvenile in court, you’re in- 
troducing the possibility that 
he’ll be labeled a delinquent. 
The court appearance thus en- 
courages the behavior it’s trying 
to correct,” Dessonville con- 
tends. 

. “These kids should not come 
to court except as a last resort 
when every other avenue has 
been exhausted,” agrees Flo 
Millet, vice president of the state 
Probation Officers Association. 


Willa Marcus, of the Governor’s* 


Council on Young Women in the 
Juvenile Justice System, adds, 
“T’ve found a lot of hostility [in 
kids] toward court officials. I 
think that’s all the more reason 
to get these status offenses out of 
the court system.” 

As if the disadvantages of 
court involvement weren’t 
enough, the number and quality 
of services for juveniles is widely 
believed to have decreased under 
CHINS. The law took respon- 
sibility for status offenders away 
from the state Dept. of Youth 
Services (which deals with 
juvenile delinquents) and allow- 
ed courts to commit some 
children to the Dept. of Public 
Welfare. But extra funds were 
not appropriated for either the 
DPW or court-ordered services. 

The law calls for payment of 
the latter through the county 
budget, but the Legislature has 
not appropriated the money for 
the counties. 

The Catch-22 logic bothers the 
Office of Children’s Liederman: 
“State agencies have been un- 
able to adequately serve all the 
children who come to them 
voluntarily. It’s absurd to expect 
that these same agencies, un- 
derstaffed and underfunded, will 
serve a child any better because 
a court orders them to do so.” 

The law has another irritating 
flaw: confusion over its language 
is widespread. Liederman says 
five judges have called him with 


questions’ about funding 
procedures, and Dessonville ad- 
mits that the law’s provisions for 
detention are still unclear to him 
and a lot of other people. 

A child arrested under CHINS 
may be held up to 45 days in “a 
facility operated for the care of 
juveniles.” This means that a 
court might detain a runaway, 
say, in the same facility with 
juveniles convicted of crimes. 

Even more serious is the 
loophole CHINS leaves for re- 
opening the notorious county 
training schools. CHINS 
specifically prohibits the use of 
the existing training schools, but 
it allows courts to commit kids to 
unlicensed and unregulated 
programs — hence the danger of 
new training-school types of 
programs. 

CHINS is backfiring at an in- 
opportune time. Unlike the 
runaways of the ’60s, who hit the 
road in search of freedom and 
new life styles, young people to- 
day are fleeing tension, conflicts 
and general unhappiness at 
home. 

The consensus among legal of- 
ficials, social workers and foster 
home parents who deal with the 
increasing numbers of runaways 
is that the solution to the dilem- 
ma of the new runaway will not 
be found in the court room. The 
real need is for communities to 
provide immediate relief by 
means of safe emergency shelters 
and, subsequently, to reach into 
the homes of these kids with 
programs that work. 

Some courts have given 
CHINS their best efforts. In 
Boston, Judge Francis G. 
Poitrast has even called 
bureaucrats into juvenile court 
to get action on behalf of in- 
dividual children. But 
elsewhere, similarly well-— 
intentioned judges are hampered 
by bloated dockets and meager 

State Sen. John J. Conte of 
Worcester has filed a package of 
four bills that would amend . 
CHINS by shielding runaways 
and truants from court involve- 
ment through the use of shelter 
care facilities and school depart- 
ment action. 

Meanwhile, the Office of 
Children has also filed legisla- 
tion that would establish a 
“Children’s Legal Advocacy 


‘Committee”’ to seek volunteer 


lawyers who are skilled in 
children’s issues and know their 
way around the social service 
system. 

Reform seems inevitable, but 
in Boston a state employee who 
has studied CHINS remarks, “A 
lot of people stuck their necks 
out to get the bill passed in the 
first place. I’m not sure how 
quickly they’ll admit they made 
some bad mistakes.”

earlier, his lung and liver punc- 
tured by a knife which had been 
smuggled past the metal detec- 
tor at the door. 

“That goddam TPF is a collec- 
tion of sadists,”’ a middle-aged, 
beefy, obviously Irish man who 
lived a few feet from the high 
school announced as he stood 
almost face to face with a line of 
TPF officers in front of the 
schoolyard. “Whoever was in 
charge here today should be dis- 
charged ‘from the Department 
before seven o'clock tonight.” 

The man was William J. 
Foley, former Boston City Coun- 
cillor, once an assistant district 
attorney for Suffolk County, 
twice president of the Boston 
City Council. A friend of the 
police. A straightforward, con- 
servative, Irish, Catholic 
respecter of law and order. He 
said he had seen a 13-year-old 
girl beaten by the TPF as she lay 
on the ground. “This was the 
goddamdest exhibition of police 
work I’ve ever seen,” said Foley. 
He complained of police on 
horseback let loose on the crowd. 
“With hundreds of police here, 
why did they have to use those 
horses?”” he demanded. He 
shouted his questions to the 
blank backs of police officials 
across the schoolyard fence. 
None of them answered. 

At the end of the afternoon, 
the crowd had dispersed; the 
TPF disappeared, the day end- 
ed. “The TPF are a bunch of 
faggots,’’ some teenagers 
shouted as a last insult, as they 
ran down the hill to safety. 

“Are you gonna write it the 
way you saw it, or the way you 
want it to be?” a man outside 
the South Boston Information 
Center demanded. Hard to say. 
Inside were injured children, 
frantic mothers, and a thousand 
tales of horror; how many of the 
stories were true, no one could 
say. But this had been a bad day 
for Southie. 


Outside,.the unthinkable-had 


happened. At South Boston 


High, at the top of a hill where - 


the American Revolution had 
blossomed, a cause had erupted 
into an obsession. Neighborhood 
schools, community integrity —

the right of poor, working-class 
people to live their own lives — 
these were not the issues any 
more. Racism was the issue. An 
ugly mob, bent on bloodshed, 
had somehow formed, creating 
monsters. 

Louise Day Hicks, jolted by a 
great, Prufrockian shock, in- 
sisted to the people that this was 
not it at all, this was not what 
she meant at all. A few yards 
from a sign screaming “KILL 
NIGGERS — IRA,” she had 
pleaded for mercy for the besieg- 
ed black students. A decade of 
“neighborhood schools’ and 
“open enrollment,” a decade of 
insisting that these were not 
code words for racism, came to 
an ugly head as the mob milled 
in the streets and screamed for 
the blood of black kids. 

There was police violence as 
well, the violence of men who ex- 
pected adulation and got vitriol, 
against people who had turned 
against them. People were 
beaten, people were clubbed, 
people pummelled, with no 
regard to guilt or innocence. The 
police expressed their confusion 
in anger. 


A reporter circled the high 


school, looking for something, 
anything,-to put the day in 
perspective. Nothing appeared 


but a small band of teenagers, 16 © 


years of age or so, carrying 
crutches for which they obvious- 
ly had no prosthetic need and 
brandishing them like pikes. 


“We got Tony Pepper and we 
can get you,” they shouted as the 
reporter scurried for the protec- 
tion of the police, remembering 
the NBC films of Pepper being 
beaten by a mob. 

The business of education had 
come to an end, forgotten com- 
pletely. The purpose of Brown v. 
Board had clearly been aban- 
doned — there can hardly be 
equal education where no educa- 
tion exists. School was canceled 
for the rest of the week; the 
classrooms were deserted. 

How does it end? Obviously, 
the massive police presence had 
not furthered the educational 
process; even with a heavy 
guard, the high schools were not 
providing education. Classes 
turned into confrontations; the 
atmosphere was not conducive to 
learning, nor were students eager 
to learn. 

The solutions, if there were 
any, seem as painful as the 
problem. The 82nd Airborne 
could enforce the desegration 
order. The troops desegregated 
the South; with the police 
stretched to their capacity and 
beyond, the army would be the 
next logical step. 

The Court could, of course, 
vacate the desegration order, end 
busing and try to achieve equal 
education some other way; but 
no other way. presented itself, 
and a capitulation to rock- 
throwing mobs would be a vic- 
tory for racism.

The alienation is almost total. 

At Hyde Park High on Thurs- 
day, the opening of school is ac- 
companied by a massive police 
presence, just in case. Students 
hang out of the windows of the 
depressing American-Municipal 
building, whites in one window, 
blacks in the next, jeering at 
reporters and police. The buses 
rolling in from Roxbury are 
sparsely filled; inside the 
building and out, whites con- 
gregate with whites, blacks with 
blacks. Never in these two days 
do white students appear to be 
associating with blacks. The two 
races don’t even seem to be talk- 
ing to each other. 

At Roslindale High, more 
students seem to be outside the 
school than in; white teenage 
girls, every inch high school 
students, a half dozen or so, sit 
in Dunkin’ Donuts in Roslindale 
Square, talking to some cops on 
a coffee break. 

Promptly at nine o’clock, the 
white students at Hyde Park 
stage a walkout; students at high 
schools all over the city follow 
their lead through the morning 
until white students have almost 
completely deserted the high 
schools. Police Commissioner 
Robert diGrazia stands outside 
Hyde Park, watching. 

Inside the high school, 
policemen roam the corridors; 
precious little teaching seems to 
be going on, but the school tries, 
valiantly, to carry on. A group of 
white students gathers on the 
steps. ‘“‘We’re the TNK,” they 
announce, by way of introduc- 
tion. “‘The Tactical Nigger 
Killers.” They claim to have 
learned nothing this school-year, 
to have gotten nowhere in their 
classes because of blacks who 
“disrupt things.” 

Racism thrives, cascading 
through the hallways of the 
schools. “One of the students 
told me last week,” the head- 
master of South Boston High 
said later in the day, ‘‘‘Dr. Reid, 
you can put a policeman with 
every student in this school, and 
there’ll still be fights.’”’ 

An alarm came over the police 
radio; a plane had gone down on 
Truman Highway. The press:cor- 
ps in front of Hyde Park High 
piled into its cars and headed for 
the disaster. It was a false alarm. 
But there would be no violence 
in Hyde Park that day, and the 
press, by and large, would not 
return to the high school that 
day. There was no story in what

Citizens Council, St. Joseph’s 
School in Roxbury, the Women’s 
Caucus, and the United 
Farmworkers. They’re open 
every day until around 5 p.m.

Other gift items you might 
want to buy are Unicef 
notecards, calendars, posters, 
and toys, available at the places 
mentioned earlier in this article. 
The Sierra Club puts out a 
beautiful calendar each year 
that’s available at many 
bookstores, but here I must add 
a word of caution: if your com- 


mitment to conservation in- 
cludes opposition to hunting, 
you might want to check out 
Clevelend Amory’s new book 
Man Kind? before supporting 
even as worthy a group as the 
Sierra Club. Man Kind? can be 
purchased at the New England 
Fund for Animals office (see 
above), as can several lovely 
animal posters, or an Animals- 
Have-Rights Too or a Save the 
Whales T-shirt. NOW (see 
above) also sells T-shirts, with 
the women’s symbol emblazoned 
on them, as well as similarly 
designed nightshirts, the 
Liberated Women’s Appoint- 
ment Calendar, and a variety of 
feminist jewelry and posters. 
Subscriptions to magazines 
and newsletters are always a fine 
gift, and there are dozens of good 
alternative publications to chose 
from. A yearly subscription to 
the Second Wave costs $3; its 
address is Box 344 Cambridge A, 
Cambridge 02139. Amazon 
Quarterly, an excellent lesbian 
feminist publication, is $4 a year 
and is located at Box 434, 
Somerville, MA 02144.

Akwesasne 
Notes is a magazine of informa- 
tion and analysis of the 
American Indian communities; 
it is published eight times yearly 
by the Mohawk Nation, via 
Roosevelt, N.Y. 13683, and it has 
no set subscription rate — a con- 
tribution will bring a subscrip- 
tion. And there are dozens of 
other small and useful political, 
social, and literary journals that 
make fine, year-round reading. 
Of course, there’s no reason 
why a gift has to be brand-new: 
Victorian Yuletide stories are 
full of the genteel poor who make 
over old dresses or touch up old 
furnishings for Christmas gifts. 
Why not go Christmas shopping 
at one of the many thrift shops in 
the Boston area, which sell old

ing new employment, and that 
fact is, on its own merits, a 
damned shame. 

But no matter. The last time 
Stockton, Harrelson and I were 
together was on a golf course in 
Newton the afternoon The Hawk 
retired, and if I can successfully 
persuade (a) Stockton to play 
golf or (b) Harrelson to play 
chess, then I will enable myself 
to forgive Mr. Flynn’s trans- 
gressions for the very simple 
reason that I will be living off his 
money.

a disgrace — and Ceglarski now 
admits that he learned a lot 
about the job of coaching in a 
city like this one. His current 


team is almost entirely hand- 
picked. 

“We've got a lot to prove this 
season,” says Smith, the team’s 
gifted center. “Things started off 
bad last year and then just got 
worse. 

Seven different players scored 
for BC Tuesday night. Riley, 
who plays on a line with his 
freshman brother, scored twice 
and Smith, the leading scorer, 
added a lovely third period goal 
after a textbook two-on-one. 
Sophomore goalie Bill Wilkens, 
who survived his trial by shot- 
firing as a freshman last year, 
stopped Northeastern when he 
had to before pulling a muscle 
late in the game. 

“We know a lot of people in 
Boston are down on us,” Riley 
says. ‘‘If you read the 
newspapers this week, you had 
to wonder if BC even had a game 
tonight.

Victims’ Reputations 

Thanks to the Phoenix for its coverage 
of the proposed rape legislation (Dec. 10) 
that would prohibit the introduction of a 
woman’s past sexual conduct as evidence 
in rape trials. For two years, the media 
have been gallantly exposing the 
problems faced by rape victims in the 
court system. But now that the media 
have ODed on rape stories, the coverage 


' has slacked off except for an occasional 


cause celebre. 

Rape is no longer a “sexy” scoop 
because changes in the system are being 
initiated and women are beginning to 
report the crime. But Victorian attitudes 
toward victims are still evident, and 
public debate is important — even if rape 
stories won’t sell newspapers. 

The proposed rape legislation certainly 
deserves more coverage. Court procedures 
have muzzled victims for too long. 
Defense attorneys will continue to 
emphasize a woman's traditional role in 
society and encourage the sexist attitudes 
that condemn victims. For example, in 
the Brighton dating bar case cited by 
Howard Husock, (Phoenix, May 28) the 
defense attorney scored an acquittal 
without having to call the victim’s reputa- 
tion into question. He merely revealed the 
fact that she (like hundreds of people in 
the U.S.) was seeing a therapist regularly.

Hancock's Contributions 


We are sorry your writer, Tom Sheehan, 
chose to present only a negative view of 
John Hancock’s contributions to the City 
of Boston in his recent article (Phoenix, 
Dec. 3). While it is true the company had 
a poor experience with some investments 
in the inner city, it should be noted they 
were made with the best intentions under 


a serious urban pledge commitment. The | 


story also failed to discuss the other types 
of investments the company has made in 
the Boston economy, resulting in an ex- 
cellent return on our policyholders’ funds. 


It is not clear why Mr. Sheehan chose to 
ignore some of the other positive contri- 
butions the John Hancock has made to 
Boston, such as our PREP Program, 
which has enabled hundreds of Boston 
residents to obtain high school equivalen- 
cy diplomas, and support of such 
programs as Brighter Day, Close-Up, 
Summerthing, and the United Way. 
There also was no mention of the count- 
less hours spent by Hancock employees to 
assist social agencies and other groups in 
their efforts to aid the city’s inhabitants. 
These subjects were discussed in detail 
during séveral hours of interviews with 
company personnel in which I personally 
participated. 

Also ignored were the most obvious con- 
tributions to the city’s economy made by 
John Hancock during its 113 years of 
operation — home office jobs for more 
than 6000 area residents, an annual 
payroll now topping $68 million, annual 
purchases of goods and services in excess 
of $28 million, and 1974 taxes of $7.7 
million on our home office buildings, in- 
cluding $1.96 million on the not yet com- 
pleted Hancock Tower. 

We feel Mr. Sheehan took a limited ap- 
proach to a complex subject and the 
result was a shallow effort that seemed to 
ignore intentionally the company’s many 
contributions to the economies of the city, 
the state and the nation.

Absence and death are the ablest bed- 
mates of commercial success. Death has 
deified Hendrix, Joplin and Monroe and 
increased the salability of Duane 
Allman (and the ongoing band he 
fronted), Jim Croce and, lately, Lenny 
Bruce. But 1974 has been, more than 
anything else, the year in which absence 
made hearts grow fonder. The four ma- 
jor nostalgia tours — Dylan, Clapton, 
CSNY and now Harrison — filled a yaw- 
ning gap created by the unwillingness of 
sO many important musical figures to go 
on the road at the height of their pop- 
ularity. The rug had been pulled out 
from under many fans by the spate of 
deaths in the late 60s and. the 
reclusiveness of the remaining pop 
heroes. Something had been left un- 
resolved; despite a plethora of new 


musical faces, a gnawing hunger for~ 


those old, familiar friends remained. 
Somehow, the ’60s could not be con- 
sidered over until their living musical 
embodiments had done their final bit, 
had played for us one more time, had 
pulled the final curtain down over, as 
Joni Mitchell says, ‘‘a decade full of 
dreams.” 

And pull the curtain down they did. 
Dylan began it in January with an 
image-shattering concert. In a spirit of 
either showmanship or vengeance (or 
perhaps both) he supercharged material 
that once spoke for itself, playing fast, 
hard and harshly. Eric Clapton followed 
in July with a presentation equally dis- 
concerting. One of the most fabled of 
rock guitarists, he handed over much of 
the solo chores to a sideman, while he 
strummed (and occasionally didn’t even 
bother to strum) an acoustic guitar. 
Most of all, he and his music were as soft 
and unassuming as Cream was booming 
and effectively egoistic. CSNY followed, 
in August, with an occasionally en- 
joyable, often tedious three-and-a-half- 
hour compendium. Here the shock was 
simple aging: the town criers of the 
counter culture were puffy and balding 
and relatively listless. The length of 
their concert didn’t indicate energy. 
Rather, like grandfatherly raconteurs, 
CSNY rambled on and on, often losing 
the attention of their ardent fans. And 
now there is George Harrison, hoarse 
and ill-tempered, verbally tarring and 
feathering several of his fellow ex- 
Beatles, puling endlessly about Krishna, 
arrogantly flouting the laws of good 
showmanship. 

Why did all these greats (or former 
greats, as the case may be) choose 1974 
in which to stage their comebacks or 
reunions? Dylan, for one, had not toured 
for eight years and was obviously getting 
antsy hiding out. He had passed over the 
wave of the ’70s musical personalities, 
with their strut and glitter and sexual 
ambivalence, and he needed to prove his 
importance. In addition, he told Rolling 
Stone, Saturn had been removed as an 
obstacle in his planetary system. 

Clapton, who had not been on the 
road for three years, claimed he had 
simply become played out by the pace 
he had maintained with a passel of 
musical aggregations. “I’d overexposed 
myself,”’ he said, also in Rolling. “I'd 
worked so hard and played in front of so 
many people that it frightened me into 
hiding for a bit.’”” But Clapton had other 
problems — a frustrated love for George 
Harrison’s wife, Patti (about whom the 
album Layla was constructed), and 
heroin addiction. He eventually kicked, 
but not for love or music. “It just got to 
the point where in order to live in the 
manner I was living in I was going to 
have to start selling cars and guitars and 
stuff like that because I was running out 
of money.” He also eventually gained 
Patti (he and she join George on the ex- 
Beatle’s new album, Dark Horse, to sing 
“Bye Bye Love’’). 

With CSNY it seemed to be a simple 
case of growing up. The four had joined 
each other onstage often and had jamm- 
ed socially over the past four years, but 
had not been able to coalesce 
professionally. They were finally able to 
regroup when their egos allowed a cer- 


tain submergence, but that very act 


helped rob their performance of a 
necessary tension. 

Harrison, coming in on the tail-end of 
the big tours, is no different from John 
and Ringo (and, as far as America is 
concerned, Paul too) in not having 
toured for eight years. After All Things 
Must Pass and the Concert for 
Bangladesh he seemed ready to strike 
out on his own; but an automobile acci- 
dent and Beatle-related legal hassles 


constrained him. It may be surmised, 
from interviews he’s granted, that with 
this tour Harrison hopes to promote 
Ravi Shankar and the musicians with 
whom he currently plays, communicate 
his religious fervor and raise money for 
charities. But the pains he’s taken recor- 
ding his new album and all the neo- 
Beatle pinups he’s posed for suggest that 
Harrison, too, wishes to establish 
himself with the new audience. 

The new audience is why these four

enterprises are nostalgia tours. No doubt 
a good portion of those whom they drew 
was made up of old fans, contemporaries 
in spirit, who lived through the era in 
which Dylan, Clapton, CSNY and 
Harrison were heroes. But the majority 
are of a new generation, who have push- 
ed rock out of relatively small venues 
like the late Boston Tea Party and into 
the Boston Garden. They are fans of J. 
Geils and Jethro Tull and Alice Cooper 
and Three Dog Night and the Moody 
Blues — they are followers of rock’s 
main events, and to them the important 
musicians who have not performed in 
the past four years are figures of legend. 
Their concerts are historic events. 

Dylan, though clearly nonplussed by 
the unfamiliar faces in his crowds, dealt 
well with them. His stagemanship and 
bravura performance constituted the 
sort of monumental impersonality his 
younger audience devoured. Clapton 
remained rather indifferent to those 
watching and listening, assuming a 
deliberate pace in the face of audience 
disenchantment.'CSNY were not at all 
prepared to cope with the demands of 
the younger people. They tried to over- 
power them with rock and failed on their 
own aesthetic terms. They played the 
numbers they like best — acoustic 
guitar cum harmony — and the crowd 
drowned them out. Graham Nash’s 
stalking offstage after an aborted “4+ 
20” seems to me, in retrospect, one of 
the musical year’s most telling 
moments.

’ But of all these performers, George 
Harrison was the worst-equipped to 
overcome the Garden’s ravenous, reven- 
ing hordes. He was a man of God, of 
Krishna, as he put it in Rolling Stone. 
“I’m just a dog and I’m led around by 
me collar by Krishna .... I’m just a 
groveling lumberjack lucky to be a grain 
of dirt in creation.” That statement, in 
addition to chancing the wrath of the 
ASPCA, is full of precisely the kind of 
humility rock stars cannot afford. A 
humble man can’t command the atten- 
tion of a sprawling mass, most of whom 
can’t hear him too well, and most of 
whom can hardly see him at all. It takes 
Ian Anderson, prancing across the stage 
with his flute and mad shock of hair, or 
Elton John, with his plumes, electric 
eyeglasses and acrobatics, to win over 
the Garden. 

George was in a mood to fight, though, 
by the time he got to the Garden. He’d 
been in too many sodden auditoriums, 
played to too many disrespectful 
crowds, and he wanted to say his piece. 
“You don’t find Lord Krishna in a 
bottle,”’ he told his listeners. And when 
he put in a plug before intermission for a 
concert program which would benefit 
some of the Appalachian poor, he rasped 
“Poverty, y'all. Think about it.’’ He said 
he was glad there were mikes onstage 
because there was so much noise going 
on offstage, and when he introduced a 
piece done by Ravi Shankar’s orchestra 
he prefaced it with ‘For all you hecklers 
up there, this is called ‘Dispute and 
Violence.’ ” 

The Shankar orchestra was a part, if 
not the nub, of George’s problem. 
Without Ravi (hospitalized because of 
chest pains but now apparently recover- 
ing) the troupe had no star, but even 
earlier in the tour, with Ravi up front, 
the Indian musicians had not been able 
to please the audiences. The kids were 
there to hear a Beatle, to hear ‘“‘What Is 
Life?”’ and “Apple Scruffs” and maybe 
even a Beatle tune, and would have 
offered a hearty Bronx cheer had the 
word “culture” been invoked. George 
was aware of this, and carried it like a 
chip on his shoulder. 

But on this particular night George’s 
prefabricated hostility was misplaced. 
There was less noise than usual in the 
Garden and the audience received the 
first numbers with polite, almost 
mechanical enthusiasm. The opening 
instrumental, ‘Hari’s On Tour,” was 
followed by a dirge-like “While My 
Guitar Gently Weeps,” — George’s “I

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Memoirs: More Mr. Nice Guy

Ray Milland describes himself 

as a “private person.” To a 
director who’s worked with him 
several times, he’s “the biggest 
prick on earth.” By his own ad- 
mission, Milland is a bigot, old 
and cranky. “I was intolerant as 
a youth,” he reports in his re- 
cent, excellent autobiography, 
Wide-Eyed in Babylon (Morrow, 
$7.95), “and then came forty 
years of increased understanding 
laced with some compassion. 
But now, in my sixties, I feel that 
shitty selfishness sneaking back. 
I can’t be bothered anymore.” 
It’s as if he got up one 
metaphorical morning, 

-over to the mirror of introspec- 
tion — perhaps the one into 
which he looked in The Lost 
Weekend — drew up one corner 
of his mouth (the way that Joan 
Fontaine smiles) in self- 
appraisal, scoffed lightly, tossed 
his head in a gesture of resigna- 
tion and said, “Well, Ray, you’re 


pushover, a softie. Things turned 
out okay.” 

His bigotry is queer, and only 
its intensity prevents it from 
becoming ludicrous; his distastes 
are curiously antique, as if his 
hatred were so engrossing that he 
had completely missed the pass- 
ing of many objects of his fear 
and aversion. Irritating social 
phenomena are the work of “dir- 
ty beatniks’’ and their 
‘coffeehouse’ social con- 
sciousness. Unions are in the 
hands of “commies straight out 
of Russia.” 

The intolerance is deliberate; 
it is the foundation of Milland’s 
professional life. After a period of 
retirement, he has begun to act 
in motion pictures again, and 
2very time he stands before the 
samera, it is to play a monster of 
conservatism. In Love Story, 
Frogs, The Thing with Two 
Heads, Gold and Escape to 
Witch Mouhtain, his part has 
been the same. And why does he 


take these roles? Because 


a rat, but that’s not so bad. ; 
“they’re so easy to do. Because 


Worse, you might have been a 
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you let yourself go; all your 
phobias come out, all your 
hates.”” While some actors draw 
from sensory memory and live 
the life of a shop-girl to play one; 
while others create a maelstrom 
of ill-will from which to draw the 
frenzy and hysteria that reach 
the screen; and while others rely 
upon technique and can respond 
to an acting school demand like 
with-your-eyes-show-me-love- to 
loathing-in-eight-seconds, Mil- 
land’s onscreen behavior is born 
out of bitterness. He oozes con- 
tempt for “commies,” “beat- 
niks,” “bearded hippies from 
CCNY in sweatsocks and dirty 
sneakers,’ “masquerading 
mackerels” [i.e., gays], “roaring 
fair[ies], ay “hefty Bidd[ies] who 
look just like Bella Abzug” and 
members of “the all-hair and no- 
bra group.” 

Milland is reprehensible yet 
insouciant, candid, apparently 
unaffected by the disapproba- 
tidn that greets his virulent in- 
tolerance. What a bother that his 
book is so good, that he’s a 
terrific storyteller. He constructs 
his little anecdotes with the skill 
of an able screenwriter, weaving 
in vignettes, planting details 
that become significant a few 
pages on or much later (he is 
strictly chronological), making 
transitions like a conver- 
sationalist instead of an official 
Hollywood chronicler. Milland 
has worked on the scripts of the 
six movies he’s directed and 
published dozens of short 
character sketches in West Coast 
magazines. It’s all been good 
practice for his first book. 

“I started on it in Newport 
Beach in a coffee shop. A bunch 
of us used to meet every morning 
at six o’clock for breakfast. You 
know, guys who can’t stand their 


wives, fellows with weak 
bladders who wet the bed. One 
guy was nuts about the waitress. 
About eight or ten of us used to 
sit there: boat captains, 
mechanics, real estate men, den- 
tists, doctors. I got talking one 
morning. And there was a guy 
there by the name of Larry 
Swindell, who was the editor of 
the Orange County Illustrated, 
and he kept writing down un- 
derneath the counter everything 
I was saying. I said, ‘What the 
hell are you doing?’ He said, ‘We 
got to get [this] on tape. We got 
to get this on a typewriter,’ So 
when I got through with the story 
I happened to be telling — it 
happened to be a story about 
Athens — he said, ‘Will you 
come back to the office and cor- 
rect this stuff? We’re going to 
publish it.’ So I went back to the 
office, and he had the girl type it 
up, then I corrected it, and it was 
in the magazine that next issue. 
Then I couldn’t escape, had to 
write one every week, every 
month.” 

His writing, like his acting, is 
intuitive. “You sit down and 
write a sentence and that 
sentence leads to another and 
before you know it you're off, 
you’re on your way.”’ This 
method, aside from wreaking 
havoc with narrative structure, 
has the serendipitous effect of 
revealing all sorts of contradic- 
tions in his own character. 
Whether through lack of psy- 
chological insight or some 
allegiance to the words as first 
written, he seems not to have 
gone back to straighten out these 
contradictions. The result is a 
richer portrait. 

The “‘Wide-Eyed”’ of the title 
implies an innocence antipodal 
to ambition. In Hollywood, New 


York, Topeka, no one ever got 
anywhere being innocent: “wide- 
eyed”’ is unbecoming cant. 
Professing naivete while 
everyone around him in Babylon 
existed by deviousness, he con- 
trarily recounts occasions when 
he too was sly. He told Shell Oil 
a little white lie, wangled costly 
perks out of Paramount and 
titillated a Latin American 
President for a favor needed. 
(Favor granted.) Phrases like “in 
my wily way,” “didn’t faze this 
kid” and “nice little perfor- 
mance’’ hardly mesh with 
“ingenuous,” “artless” and “in- 
nocent.”” “Babylon” is a pretty 
tired synonym for Hollywood, 
too 


The most prevalent incon- 
sistencies involve alcohol. Here 
are some quotations-(in order of 
appearance): 

was a bartender I'd 
known over the years.’ 

‘“... My first and only 
speakeasy i in California, where I 
became violently ill ... it was 
many months before I took 
another drink.” 

“Ah, the heartburn caused by 
daiquiris!”’ 

. where I got gently stewed 
on margaritas and melancholia.” 

“Right here I must impart a 
word of advice to all apprentice 
drunks. Never, but never drink 
water after a night of cham- 
pagne. You'll be as polluted as 
you were the night before. But 
immediately. That’s what 
happened to me.” 

“‘I.could not abide being in the 
company of people who were 
drunk; they made me tense and 
very nervous .... Then I had 
what I thought was a brilliant 
idea! [My wife’s] sister and her 
husband were coming to dinner 
that night. Why not get frac- 


tured and then read the script [of 
The Lost Weekend] to them? 
Get their reaction. I must tell 
you, I was not exactly what you 
would call a drinker in those 
days. If I had two drinks in a 
month I was_ overdoing it. I just 
never thought about the stuff 
. ... The bourbon I guzzled that 
night had me quite shook up 

. felt deathly ill. . . . It was 
six months before I could bring 
myself to take another drink 
.... Up until now, what little 
knowledge I had about drunks I 
had got from watching my 
friends.” 


“T had to have a drink, and I 
had to have it fast . . . . lordered 
the biggest Scotch and soda I 
could get.” 


“I found myself being looked 
upon as an authority on 
alcoholism. Me, for Christ’s 
sake, me, a guy who if he took 
three drinks had to be carted off 
to bed and given up for dead!” 


Now the point of all this is 
that if a reader of Wide-Eyed in 
Babylon does not know anything 
about Milland and alcohol, well, 
neither does Milland. And that’s 
what makes the book intriguing, 
because its author has a 
fascinating capacity for self- 
deception. He is equally con- 
tradictory when he wavers 
between innocence and cunning, 
or cynicism and sentimentality. 


He told me if he had the op- 
portunity to direct films in which 
he did not also have a leading 
role, he would love to make 
socially conscious pictures, sort 
of like a Stanley Kramer of the 
right. “I think that all my pic- 
tures might be termed a little 
touch fascist, just a touch. 
Because the world needs at the 


moment — certainly Britain, 
certainly this country, most 
definitely Italy — a strong man, 
hot so much for what he would 
do, but so people could just hang 
on to him. 


‘‘Like a good thing for 
England, you know in October 
when the new elections come up, 


it doesn’t matter whether Labor . 


gets in or the Conservatives get 
in, they’re still dead, they’re 
finished. Because the union 
leaders have come out point- 
blank and said, ‘It doesn’t 
matter who gets in, we’re going 
to run the country, not 
Parliament.’ So there’s going to 
be no restriction on their exorbi- 
tant demands. So what’s going 


to happen? Anarchy complete, 


because no one has any say 
about anything except the union 
leaders. The union membership 
have no say whatsoever, they’re 
scared to death. Italy, I think 
they need somebody like 
Mussolini back, because they’re 
in a terrible mess. In this coun- 
try, this is just one man’s little, 
tiny opinion, who sits in a chair 
and looks at an empty ocean. I 
think the guy they turned down 
six years ago would be the guy. 
Barry Goldwater. He’s an honest 
man, he’s a sensible man, he has 
no ax to grind, he’s a rich man, 
and his views are straight down 
the line. I’m not a Tory or a flag- 
waving rightist. I’m quite a 
realist.” 


That’s it. That’s the tip-off. 
Every benighted person prefaces 
self-deception by invoking 
realism; there are no realists in 
the sense in which Milland uses 
the word, only ideologues. His is 
the grand delusion, and that’s 
what Wide-Eyed in Babylon is 
all about. 
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The Kinks Paint the Future Black

Why is the Kinks’ lively, 
remarkably polished, often stirr- 
ing performance of ‘Preser- 
vation” no more satisfying than 
the once-familiar beer-swilling, 
frangibly-paced, howling or 
weeping ejaculations that have 
passed for Kinks concerts since 
1964? 

Why did I leave two halls that 
shook with applause, following 
two of the tightest sets the band 
ever played (with the sullen, im- 
mobile Dave of a year ago turned 
into a madcap ham in top form 
both vocally and on guitar) feel- 
_ ing emptied and morose? 

Cause it’s only rock and roll, 
and it’s not about to sweep 
Broadway. But Ray, who is a 
plexus of contradictory drives 
and influences and can wheedle 
and wink any crowd into fealty, 
is too Renaissance to shake his 
crotch (like Jagger) or bust his 
guitar (Townshend) or even flirt 
and fawn at a crucial distance 
(Bowie). 

Contrasted with his tinkling 
piano work and layered acoustic 
intros in the studio, Ray’s in- 
strumental role live has always 
been patently irrelevant; his 
guitar spent most of the ‘60s 
banging his hips while he tugged 
at his hair and yelled harried 
leads. And the Kinks were the 
raging, overloud love-objects of 
Live Kinks, all leather and 
guitar lacquer. 

Stacked up against those per- 
formances, the set they are now 
doing before intermission and 
the “theatrical presentation” 
clicks together more tunefully, 
but not so memorably. There 
-were moments, to be sure — 
Dave leaning back for a steaming 
break on “You Really Got Me” 
as a white spotlight profiled him 
center stage — but the ab- 
breviated portion of proven 
crowd pleasers tasted a bit stale. 

The set broke down into a 
series of cliches: the primal 
medley, which included “You 
Really Got Me” plus “All Day 
and All of the Night,” with its 


too-close-for- Kom posers-com- 
fort descendant, “Hello, I Love 
You”’; the showroom Cadillacs of 
the repertoire, like ‘Sunny 
Afternoon,”’ ‘Waterloo Sun- 
set,” and “Celluloid Heroes”; 
and scattered through the hour- 
tong set, the set-ups for Ray’s ex- 
tended audience routines — 
“Lola,” “Demon Alcohol,” and 
“Skin and Bones.” 

These now-predictable choices 
left a couple of more self- 
indulgent selections, like Dave’s 
yowling rendition of “‘Good Golly 
Miss Molly,” and “Here Comes 
Yet Another Day” (with its 
harsh tempo changes) as the 
dramatic highlights of the open- 
ing set. 

Would it be enough for our 
teenage lust if Ray stumbled 
about, soaked in Budweiser, 
knocking mikestands over and 
cursing, cradling an empty can 
against his chest and mourning 
into the mike? Perhaps not, if 
the intoxication was feigned as it 
often has been. I wish Ray 
Davies a happy life, but his more 
demonic days, when Dave was 
an unpredictable punk, bared a 
nice streak of tension in Kinks’ 
concerts. 

So the “Lola” routines, in 
which Ray riffs off of Chuck 
Berry’s audience-organizing, or 
the “Skin and Bone’ number 
which has Ray gaspingly dragg- 
ing the audience through “Jive 
Bones,” turn quickly from amus- 
ing to puerile; and with “Demon 
Alcohol” getting downright crus- 
ty onstage, Ray has chosen to 
translate the two brilliant 
albums that make up Acts I and 
II of “Preservation” into the 
stage musical they imply. 

I don’t have the space or in- 
clination to summarize fully the 
plot, which centers on the op- 
position of two characters, 
energetically sung and played by 
Ray. Flash, a charlataz 
revolutionary, and Mr. Black, a 
nightmare politician, are. warr- 
ing for control of a futuristic na- 
tion and its rising proletariat. On 
the records, the trembling or em-

pyrean asides of a third Ray sur- 
rogate, the Tramp, let a lot of air 
into a concept made smoky by 
ersatz futuristic politics; unfor- 
tunately, he is only a passing 
referent in the stage version. 

The show requires a tour de 
force from Ray, despite the 
energetic presence of the band 
and six extra troupers. The band 
has added two journeymen male 
singers with strong, complemen- 
tary voices and tolerably jive 
stage gestures, and they sing 
powerfully in chorus with three 
floozies moonlighting as choir 
girls, 

In the real show-stopper, these 
gents step out to sing Mr. 
Black’s “Money and Corruption/ 
I Am Your Man” from Act I, and 
their strident volume is an effec- 
tive intro for a marvelous film- 


—glip projected onto an otherwise 


ill-used screen backing the stage. 

The film, in documentary 
gray, portrays Ray in beret, spec- 
tacles, and black turtleneck, lip- 
synching Mr. Black’s hymn, 


which asks that “workers of the 
nation unite.”” Ray, combining 
the prurient rectitude of Johnny 
Cash with the grandiloquent 
hands of Woody Allen, comes up 
with a dandy mimicry of John 
Lennon in his messianic Ono 
band days. 

One brief sequence, as he 
winds through a long verse of 
pompous deceits, has Ray weav- 
ing his arms, hands and torso 
like Jagger in slow motion, a 30- 
second gem of snaky, funny, 
acutely honed mime work. From 
one who has always made a vir- 
tue of storkwalking on stage, it’s 
amazingly deft. 

Mr. Black’s characterization 


as a dirty uncle really comes ° 


through in that and in a later 
sequence when Ray, now onstage 
in his beret and black outfit, ca- 


joles the audience, into eatcalls.. 
Ray likewise extracted jeers as* 


he stood in a crude cutout TV 
screen flanked by the floozies, 
dispensing unctuous flapdoodle 
as Flash.

Ray’s daffy, barely checked 
gap-toothed grin almost 
frustrated his attempt to portray 
Flash’s calculated Jesuitry. His 
magnetism was perhaps at an 
alltime peak as he stood in the 
frame asking, ‘You believe your 
old flash, don’t you?” He had the 
crowd tied down and he was 


. tickling their feet. 


There were other delightful 
moments in Flash’s series of 
cons, including the crowingly 
fatuous intro to “Money Talks”: 
“I speak three languages — 
English, Cockney, and money,” 
spieled the brightly coated Ray, 
“and the most important is the 
latter.” His animated palaver 
grew ever more campy as he lec- 
tured the crowd: “Put the moneye 
down on the table and they come 
across,” just before he sprang 
sideways and clapped, in his 
head-tossing way, for the first, 
thumping, blatting chords of the 
song. And Dave's back-up vocal, 
like his earlier lead singing on 
“Here Comes Flash,” had a bay- 
ing, committed timbre. 

The band itself, with John 
Gosling grinning over his piano, 
Mick Avory snorting in his 
greasy ducktail behind the 
drums and John Dalton pulling 
his usual awkward moves with 
the raffishly suited Dave, offered 
only the most elementary vaude- 
ville to the theatrical effort. But 
following a decent ‘Nothing 
Lasts Forever” from Belle (Ray 
brings her on by knocking aside 
another floozy — “I fancies a bit 
of class tonight’’), they take the 
last side of Act II home nicely. 

Everybody knocked 
themselves out on “Artificial 
Man,” then “Scrapheap City” 
teased the crowd up to “Salva- 
tion Road,’’ which manifests 
Ray’s way of couching a villain’s 
cant in a prodding, inviting 
rhythm. He is, finally, a master 
songwriter. His present role as 
emcee of a revue is a welcome 
enough way to take the spivs and 
ideologues wandering in his 
preserve, as long as they are 
given voice so heartily.

Like his friend and occasional 
collaborator, Eric Dolphy, John 
Coltrane was a transitional 
figure spanning the post-Parker 
“hard bop’ and avant-garde 
“energy” eras; both had down 
cold the technical aspects of sax- 
ophone playing and the most 
sophisticated harmonic systems. 
Coltrane enjoyed a longer public 
career than Dolphy, however, 
and was constantly reassessing 
his approach. After his initial 
fame in the late 50s as the man 
who could play the most notes on 
the most chord changes, 
Coltrane abandoned cramped 
chordal constructions altogether, 
becoming the man who played 
the most notes on the simplest 
scalar (modal) base. After this 
period (roughly 1960-65), the 
Coltrane band was reformed and 
in-tempo modal structures were 
replaced by free rhythm and 
freer melodic textures. This is 
the phase Coltrane explored for 
almost two years, until his death 
in 1967. 

His matchless virtuosity on 
both tenor and soprano saxes, 
the raw power of his slightly 
sharp, piercing sound and the 
overwhelming emotionalism of 
his solos are undeniable; yet 
Coltrane was often long-winded, 
monochromatic and willing to 
work over pet phrases to the 
point of boredom. Ornette 
Coleman, who rejected harmony 
and traditional ideas of “proper” 
pitch much earlier and recorded 
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energy playing, the sonic 
assaults of early Albert Ayler are 
both more daring and, in their 
unity, more convincing than 
most of Coltrane’s free playing. 
Compared to the overwhelming 
influence of Coltrane, however, 
Coleman and Ayler have had 
minimal impact. Some would 
offer extramusical explanations 
for Coltrane’s spell and impor- 
tance, among them Martin 
Williams (although -in a 
backhanded way). Asked why 
Coltrane is represented by only 
one track in The Smithsonian 
Collection of Classic Jazz, the 
producer/critic answered, 
“Coltrane was playing incan- 
tations which speak to many 
contemporary blacks yet do not 
communicate to me.” 

We need not look to racial or 
cultural explanations to ap- 
preciate the strengths and 
weaknesses in the flood of 
Coltrane music recently released 
by Impulse, the label for which 
John recorded from 1961 until 
his death. His Greatest Years, 
Vol. 
tracks on Elvin Jones: The Im- 
pulse Years (ASH-9283-2) focus 
on the brilliant quartet with 


Elvin, McCoy Tyner and Jimmy’ 


Garrison. Included are ‘Nature 
Boy” and “Your Lady,” brief 
(for this band) but 
characteristically intense; ‘Dear 
Lord” and ‘“‘Welcome,”’ slow ex-

developed, the choruses lack the 
tight logic of an Ornette or a 
Sonny Rollins; momentum and 
intensity glue together these 
marathon improvisations. The 
rapid arpeggios of Coltrane’s 
chordal period, his “sheets of 
sound,” are hypnotic and incan- 
tatory; and he inserts them with 
a bullying insistence far removed 
from the usual tension/relaxa- 
tion dichotomy of earlier jazz 
_thythm. Coltrane’s lines don’t 
flow; he doesn’t swing in the old 
sense. He stands at a distance 
from the rhythm section, boring 
in and out like a power drill. 
Elvin Jones must be men- 
tioned here, for his polyrhythmic 
time pushes Coltrane ceaselessly 
and supplies a complex counter- 
point. (McCoy Tyner’s contribu- 
tion is scarcely apparent on these 
two tracks and generally ill- 
served by the reissues; his ‘Dear 
Lord”’ solo sounds like cocktail 
music next to his current work.) 
And other names might be in-

touchstone remains audible. 
Coltrane is straining for freedom, 
as always, but the listener clear- 
ly hears a 12-bar blues and a 32- 
bar chorus. While ideas are often 
stated and exhaustively 
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The ‘Tremendously Exciting’ World of Clive

Last year Clive Davis was 
abruptly booted from the 11th 
floor of the CBS building (the 
top brass were barely considerate 
enough to allow him the use of 
the elevator). Expense-account 
violations were the official 
reason for his dismissal from the 
presidency of Columbia Records, 
though the seamier rumors cited 
involvement in payola, drugs 
and the Mafia (none of these 
allegations has been substan- 
tiated). Recently Davis has 
resurfaced as the president of 
Arista (Formerly Bell) Records, 
but in the interim he wrote a 
book “to see that my first eight 
years in music will not have been 
wasted.” It beings: 

I sensed change. I don’t 
know, even now, precisely 
how I knew. But I felt move- 
ment. And as my sense of it 
grew, and my ability to 
evaluate it grew, I felt direc- 
tion. 

These are hardly the words of 
a selfless man. Everything is 
subordinated to the unrelenting 
and all-important personal pro- 
noun here and throughout Clive: 
Inside the Music Business 
(William Morrow, $8.95), which 
is one of the most self-serving 
apologias since Six Crises. (In 
fact, if that other deposed chief 
ever recovers sufficiently to pen 
his memoirs, Clive could come in 
handy as a subliterary model). 
Its title would lead one to expect 
that the book contained informa- 
tion about a) Clive Davis, b) 
music or c) the business; but ac- 
tually, it sheds light on d) none 
of the above. Because Davis is 
concerned not with baring his 
soul but with buttressing his 
reputation, we learn little about 
this “basic, garden-variety, am- 
bitious, upwardly mobile, 
hardworking Jewish boy from 
Brooklyn” except what he unwit- 
tingly betrays. 

Although Davis has been in- 
timately associated with some of 
the best pop music of the last 
decade, we are not edified by his

publicist’s prose in praise of 
Janis Joplin’s “raw, seething 
talent,” nor by the following: 
The show opened that night 
with Spirit, a very exciting 
group from California, whose 
totally bald drummer, Ed 
Cassidy, caused a lot of com- 
ment. Then The Chambers 
Brothers came on. They were 
coming off a great hit ..., 
and they had a tremendously 
exciting rock-gospel act. The 
house was completely turned 
on. They were followed by 
Blood, Sweat & Tears, whose 
fusion of rock and jazz was 
pioneering a tremendously 
exciting musicial trend. 
Davis’s powers of discrimination 
extend, apparently, only to 
differentiating the ‘‘tremendous- 
ly exciting” from the ‘very ex- 
citing.” But then, little in the 
way of musical insight is to be 
expected from a man who — 
even with the assistance of 
James Willwerth, presumably a 
professional writer — can dither: 
I always felt enormous 
enthusiasm and pride in my 


work; no day at Columbia 

passed, in fact, without some 

kind of special excitement 

/there’s that word again!/. 

For music is special [what 

isn’t?). It has an exhilarating 

effect on me. When I hear a 

song I like, a feeling over- 

comes me; I feel uplifted, 
more together [yeah, man]. 

Because Davis is so committed 
to defending his every decision 
and touting his acumen, the 
book reveals much less about the 
music business than it promises. 
Davis admits, “I was hardly ig- 
norant of big business dealings. 
You win some, you lose some.” 
But by almost never conceding a 
defeat or mistake (significantly, 
when Davis describes two un- 
profitable deals, the signings of 
the Rascals and Delaney and 
Bonnie, he shirks the blame by 
suddenly shifting from “I” to 
“‘we’’), he dispenses puffery 
rather than divulging inside 
dope. 

Indeed, this is what is most 
unattractive about Davis’s 
meant-to-be-flattering  self- 
portrait. It’s always the other 
guy’s fault (The Rowan Brothers’ 
or David Geffen’s or Rolling 
Stone’s); invariably, Davis is the 
wronged innocent (“I was stunn- 
ed. Beyond the usual business 
ties, I had an emotional attach- 
ment to Donovan’’). Davis oozes 
dishonesty. He patronizes a 


‘bested rival in the corporate 


hierarchy: 
I sat in on Gallagher’s first 
A&R meeting. He walked into 
the room in _an open-necked 
shirt and sweater. The 
pattern was set, for he'd 
always worn suits to work. 
This obvious attempt to 
change his image was 
transparent, and the A&R 
men around the table 
snickered privately at him. 
Note how Davis: feigns 
magnanimity by attributing his 
contempt to others in the room. 
Yet later, sounding like a faithful 
reader of ““The Playboy Ad- 
viser,”” Davis writes: 


...1 led a sort of double life. 
My clothing had to be ap- 
propriate to the day’s 
demands. For a board 
meeting, I wore relatively 
subdued color combinations; 
if I was meeting with artists 
and managers, I was much 

more casual. I always wore a 

tie, but there are ways of com- 

bining colors that suggest a 

livelier mentality than the 

cool authority of the CBS 
building, and I always tried to 
do this. 

If one could at least glean 
some good gossip from Davis’s 
chaff, all might be forgiven, but 
the tidbits are scarcer than hens’ 
teeth, because Davis seeks to 
prettify his artists as well as 
himself. He was crushed by 
Joplin’s death but cannot bring 
himself to refer to its cause; 
Johnny Winter ‘‘encountered 
serious health problems which 
involved drugs.” Heaven forbid 
that “heroin addiction” should 
pass Davis’s lips! Only a very 
few anecdotes stand out: when 
Joplin signed with Columbia, 
she told Davis through her 
manager, Albert Grossman, that 
she wanted to sleep with him “‘to 
cement the deal.’”’ Davis declin- 
ed, but graciously. Following the 
advice of his lawyers, Davis 
touches only lightly on his firing, 
but in a revealing moment he 
says that his discharge didn’t 
reduce him to tears until he saw 
it reported on the six o'clock 
news. It was a public blow to his 
prestige. 

“Prestige” and ‘reputation” 
are two of Davis’s favorite words, 
and no wonder. As he himself 
says, “Columbia’s success, like 
any record company’s, was based 
in part on aura and reputation — 
the belief, true or not, that 
Columbia was the best.” There 
is no value inherent in the record 
industry’s product. An 
automobile or head of lettuce 
fulfills a particular function, and 
one car or cabbage can be 
demonstrably superior to 
another. But one record sells 


over a million copies, and 
another zilch, for few ap- 
preciable reasons; the worth of a 
piece of vinyl is almost entirely 
extrinsic. And this helps explain 
why the music business is so 
slavishly preoccupied with 
appearances: its balance sheets 
depend not upon the quantity or 
intrinsic quality of its releases, 
but upon how thoroughly it can 
convince the public that Bad 
Taste and the Crabs are the 
coming thing. It’s unlikely that 
any other industry devotes so 
large a portion of its budget to 
promotion. Davis’s downfall may 
be attributable to his own 
preeminent concern: once even 
the possibility of his involvement 
in shady goings-on was bruited 
about, Davis had to go whether 
the accusations were true or not. 
Columbia’s “reputation,” which 
has nothing to do with facts, was 
imperiled. And Clive, slavishly 
obsessed with its author’s image, 
is symptomatic of the business it 
purports to be about. 
Uncertainty over what con- 
stitutes the value of pop music 
renders Davis (and the record in- 
dustry as a whole) incapable of 
assessing it. Most often, what’s 
good is what sells, but Davis 
genuinely enjoys music (even if 
he can’t articulate or convey his 
enjoyment), so he constantly 
confuses and trips over matters 
of money and taste. This 
paragraph is the most risible 
pretzel in the book: 
... John Wesley Harding was 
disappointing. It was great to 
hear him again: I enjoyed the 
album as any Dylan fan 
might. But it seemed quite 
below his capacity for classic 
writing and singing. I kept 
looking for something of 
“Like a Rolling Stone’ or 
Tambourine Man”’ 
caliber. But I found nothing 
similar. The album was a 
satisfying listening ex- 
perience. I found myself in- 
terested in the material, but 
that was about all.

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Thad Jones & Mel Lewis: 
POTPOURRI (Philadelphia 
International KZ 33152) 

Thad Jones, composer/ 
arranger/ conductor/ occasional 
flugelhorn soloist, and drummer 
Mel Lewis co-lead what many 
listeners and critics consider the 
finest jazz orchestra currently 
operating. It started as a weekly 
change of pace for New York 
studio musicians, and has lasted 
nine years with relatively few 
personnel changes. The band still 
does Monday nights at the 
Village Vanguard, but now can 
often be found on the road. For 
all its notoriety, the band has 
recorded sparsely — this is only 
the sixth Jones/Lewis album, 
and the first since 1970. 

Besides the obvious ability of 
the 17 members to deal with any 
chart placed on their music 
stands and to read those charts 
with both high spirit and a finely 
tempered balance, the band’s 
greatest strength is the im- 
aginative pacing of a typical 
Thad Jones arrangement. “Blues 
in a Minute” is exemplary Jones 
writing: what other writer would 
open with a single band chord 
followed by a bass solo, then give 
his plunger trombonist a long 
spot before the ensemble finally 
blew its way through variations 
into the theme? Thad also uses 
his rhythm section like a 
miniature orchestra. Just as 
trumpets, trombones and reeds 
will not necessarily be heard en 
masse, piano, bass and drums 
fall silent and reappear as a 
piece progresses. “All My 
Yesterdays” and “Yours and 
Mine,’ two Jones ballads, 
demonstrate that such variety 
needn’t be confined to fast tem- 
pos to add effective, appropriate 
coloration. 

An unusually large proportion 
of pop material is included here 
— two by Stevie Wonder and an 
O’Jays opus are covered ade- 
quately, probably to satisfy the 
record label — but this is a 
minor matter next to two flaws I 
inevitably find in a Jones/Lewis 
performance. The soloists in the 
band are a mixed bag — many 
competent, a few superb — and 
as the balance over the years has 
shifted toward the competent, 
the mix has gone haywire. Here 
we get lots of Jerry Dodgion (on 
flute, alto and soprano) and 
pianist Roland Hanna, but only 
one sample of Pepper Adams’s 
baritone sax (a warm, lovely spot 
on “Quiet Lady”). Billy Harper 
solos only on ballads, and 
nothing is heard from trombone 
great Jimmy Knepper or lead 
trumpeter Jon Faddis, yet Bud- 
dy Lucas’s harmonica appears 
twice! Perhaps Thad is not con- 
cerned; in the past he has been 


THE LAMB LIES DOWN ON BROADWAY 
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as eloquent as any of the 
sidemen, but he takes only two 
brief flugelhorn spots. 

Thad obviously cares about 
his writing, yet his punchy, com- 
plex style often leaves me un- 
moved. His ensembles have a 
heaviness that makes many 
passages unintentionally cold 
(the one non-Jones arrangement, 
Dodgion’s on “Ambience,” has 
plenty of the missing warmth), 
and even his ballad lines are 
more intricate exercise than 
memorable melody. After all, if 
Thad Jones is truly the latter- 
day Ellington many of his sup- 
porters claim, shouldn't I find 
myself humming his songs?

Andy Fairweather Low: 
SPIDER JIVING (A&M SP 
3646) 

Low, a gutsy belter, once 
fronted a fairly successful 
English congregation, Amen 
Corner. Afterwards he skulked 
back to his native Wales, where 
he seems to have brooded 
dolefully and angrily until he 
could say, with Ogden Nash, se! 
want my woe to show.” ‘Spider 
Jiving’s bleakness is not 
merely personal; it muffles the 
whole world in a deathly em- 
brace. Such a dire vision 
presents a problem Low 
recognizes: “No one really wants 
to listen to words that sound the 
same/ or look through eyes that 
can see only misery and pain.” 
But his meaty vocals rend his 
obsessive gloom, and his despair 
— sometimes bitter, sometimes 
resigned and philosophical — is 
never (unlike Neil Young’s, for 
instance) enervating. Almost all 
of the songs are uptempo 
rockers, grim but kicking, even 
rollicking. 

Doom-saying has been popular 
for some time now, but generally 
its devotees seem overwrought 
and hokey. Low’s music is far 
more moving than most because 
of the authenticity his rudimen- 
tary, homespun sound lends 
him. His simplicity (recalling 
Bad Company), the country 
embellishments so smoothly in- 


corporated into hard rock: 


(recalling Rod Stewart), his

strummed acoustic guitar and 


Denny Seiwell’s primitive drum- 
ming create a subborn integrity, 
a forceful personality such as few 
records can boast. 

What makes Spider Jiving 
finally more uplifting than 
depressing is Low’s undaunted 
attack. Bloodied but unbowed, 
he heeds the title of one track, 
“Keep on Rocking,” and though 
many of his songs are about 
drowning, his head is always 
above water. He can even crack a 
smile, calling upon Charlie 
McCoy for a humorous bass har- 
monica solo or setting the grave 
ruminations of “Dancing in the 
Dark’’ (‘‘Will I have my 
problems when I’m dead?/ Will 
there be a thought where I once 
belonged?’’) to a cheerful foxtrot 
more evocative of cheek-to- 
cheek. 

The tension between the high 
spirits of the music and the 
lyrics’ megrims, between the 
rocker and the Timon in Low 
(whose very name suggests the 
contradiction: Fairweather 
Low), makes Spider Jiving con- 
sistently intriguing, a taut 
album to which you may both 
party and sulk. And it introduces 
the most promising pop solo ar- 
tist to make a debut this year.

Genesis: THE LAMB LIES 
DOWN ON BROADWAY (At- 
co SD 2-401) 

The album was clearly written 
as a stage show. The instrumen- 
tal bits interspersed throughout 
allow Peter Gabriel to change 
costume or staging. Every once 
in a while, the music will do 
nothing but house some 


obligatory lyrics to tell the next 
part of the story. The lyrics 
themselves are very visual, tell- 
ing of strange sights in the dis- 
tance or peculiar glowings or 
curiously changing spacescapes. 
The subject matter is slightly 
less comprehensible than Tales 
from Topographic Oceans, but 
more cohesive: than 
Quadrophenia. 

Genesis would rather be 
foolish than pretentious, and 
oftentimes they seem very much 
so in their whimsy. The surreal, 
dissonant march of “The Grand 
Parade of Lifeless Packaging” 
nearly galls, though not as badly 
as “Riding the Scree” — ‘Evel 
Knievel, you got nothing on me.” 
Casting far afield for tunes finds 
them almost singing the blues: 
“Lilywhite Lilith, she gonna 
take you thru’ the tunnel of 
night.’’ Perhaps the silliest 
number — and intentionally so 
— is “Counting Out Time,” the 
tale of the hero’s first romantic 
encounter, fortified by all the 
good advice of the sex manuals. 
The tongue-in-cheeky tenor is 
what bred my initial resentment 
of this record. 

But it’s the songs that stick in 
your mind that really make an 
album. Much of this material 
recalls old classic Genesis 
themes. ““The Lamia,” a liquid 
love story, is the descendant of 
“Garden of Salmacis’’ from 
Nursery Cryme. “In the Cage”’ 
has something of ““The Knife” in 
it, while ““The Battle of Epping 


Forest” begets ‘““The Colony of 
Slippermen.”’ “The Carpet 
Crawlers” is the best quiet 12- 


string tune they’ve come up with 
yet, and “The Chamber of 32 
Doors” is a distillation of a 
number of their past mood 
songs. The title track is the next 
step in the progression from the 
last album and ought to be a 
single. For an album that seems 
a byproduct of a full-blown stage 
show this is terrific.

Bobby Bland and B.B. King: 
TOGETHER FOR THE FIRST 
TIME ... LIVE (ABC DSY 
50190/2) 

Bobby Bland: INTROSPEC- 


TIVE OF THE EARLY 
YEARS (ABC Duke DLPD 92) 

I have, over the past year, 
repeatedly applauded ABC 
records for giving Bobby “Blue” 
Bland the publicity and 
bookings he was denied for 20 
years as a “race records” singer 
for Duke Records. Three times 
this year, Boston audiences have 
had the chance to hear Bland’s 
masterful, horn-like voice and 
his trademark blues-ballads. 
That said, both of these new 
records have serious faults, just 
as have the latest pop-styled 
Bland efforts for ABC. 

The joint effort with B.B. King 
is, for one thing, strangely billed. 
These two blues-soul innovators 
began their careers together — 
Bland started out as King’s 
chauffeur in the Memphis scene 
that also included Ike Turner, 
Junior Parker and Johnny Ace. 
This album harkens back to 
those basic, Southern origins — 
but the motion, the vital 
tightness of successful blues has 
evaporated. ABC wastes two 
great voices and the combined 
top-flight touring bands of King 
and Bland in two records of 
redundant blues choruses. 
Sometimes they’re labeled a 
medley, sometimes not, but it all 
blends together forgettably. A 
real waste. A good case can be 
made for the theory that success 
means artistic failure for blues 
singers. 

The Bland anthology, a 
sampler from his 20 years with 
Don Robey’s Houston-based 
Duke label, is hardly a bad 
record per se. If you have no Bob- 
by Bland records, this must 
serve as a good introduction — 
the original albums are out of 
print, since Duke sold out to 
ABC two years ago. You can hear 
Bland in straight, bedrock blues 
and in his personalized minor- 
key brass-backed ballads — 
listen to “Blues In The Night” 
only if you’re-not at all inclined 
to suicide. But, sadly, ABC has 
provided no liner notes, no 
history of the Bland association 
with producer/writer Robey and 
arranger Joe Scott, no explana- 
tion of Bland’s key role in merg- 
ing blues and gospel to create 
what’s now called soul music. 

And the selections are poor. 
Missing are much-copied Bland 
originals like “I Pity the Fool,” 
“Turn on Your Lovelight,” 
“Good Time Charlie” and his 
theme ‘“‘Little Boy Blue.”’ 
Bland’s smooth, always con- 
trolled vibrato is one of the 
strongest voices in black music 
over the last quarter-century. He 
deserves an anthology album 
that will justly represent his 
talents.

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Two for the Sea Horse

Few love affairs win Drama 
Desk awards. Thinly disguised 
as The Sea Horse and shunted 
from the bruising mundanity of 
New York City to a sleazy West 
Coast bar where the briny water- 
front ambience conjures up the 
ghost of O’Neill, Edward J. 
Moore’s romance with Svsan 
Riskin did just that. And .ke 
Antony and Cleopatra, " .stan 
and Isolde or Bridget and Bernie, 
Moore and Riskin are playing it 
themselves, like an animated 
true confession, at the New 
Theatre in Cambridge. 

Please don’t misunderstand — 
when I call the play a true con- 
fession, I mean only that it is 
true, not that it is tacky. The Sea 
Horse is a remarkable play, par- 
ticularly considering that this is 
Moore’s first effort at anything 
more literary than a mashnote 
and that, for all the critical 
ballyhoo about how he must be 
studiously steeped in his O’Neill, 
Moore has read only two of that 
master’s melodramas, and those 
because he was in them (a 
typical actor’s education.) 

Moore’s play pits his own 
Harry Bales, a naive ship’s 
engineer whose sexual conquests 
probably run into higher figures 
than his I.Q., against Riskin’s 
Gertrude Blum, the horsy 
proprietress of the kind of 
dockside saloon where throats 
get slit and diseases lurk on 
toilet seats. Bales wants to be 
her hubby, not her sometimes 
stud, and in his mind’s eye, 
laughing little bairns bounce on 
Gertrude’s ample knee. Tough- 
talking Gertie, her defenses for- 
tified by a lurid past, is having 
none of his sentimental 
craziness. After all, she knows 
she is the heroine of a dirty joke, 
no lover’s legend. And she will 
allow herself to want no more 
from Bales than help with a 
leaky roof and some heavy duty, 
bedside. 

The remarkable thing about 
Moore’s Sea Horse, in light of his 
ingenuous disdain for the 
rudiments of craftsmanship, is 
that every time it seems 
dangerously close to drowning in 
a sea of sentimentality, he tosses 
in a life-preserver of wry, 
cynical, often blue humor. How 
he managed this, he has no idea 
— “instinct,” he calls it. “Ac- 
tor’s ear,” is Ms. Riskin’s ex- 
planation. And indeed, actor’s 
ear must have had some effect: 
The Sea Horse is one of the few 
“first plays” I have ever seen in 
which the dialogue sounds like 
talk, not writing. 

The painful genesis of The Sea 
Horse seems like the sudsy 
sloshings of a Photoplayful im- 
agination. Sick of playing ‘‘beef- 
cake’’ Romeos to Ms. Riskin’s 
Juliet’s Nurse, Moore cooked up

an acting class with Uta Hagen. 
The scene was to serve two pur- 
poses: first, it would provide 
more congenial roles for himself 
and his muse; second, he hoped 
it would be a therapeutic ex- 
ploration of his own frustrating 
involvement with the un- 
beautiful Ms. Riskin, which 
didn’t square with his macho 
self-image. 

Moore was so terrified by his 
own play, so afraid it was a “sen- 
timental piece of garbage,” that 
when Ms. Hagen found the scene 
“beautiful” and asked about its 
author, he made up a phony 
name, “James Irwin.” (Moore’s 
father, a retired truck driver and 
semi-professional boxer who 
reacted to his seaman-son’s deci- 
sion to become an actor with the 
enlightened, “Anyone who calls 
my son a pantywaist, I'll knock 
‘em through a wall,” is named 
Irwin James Moore.) The 
mysterious James Irwin took 
credit for The Sea Horse through 
its five-month New York run 
(most of it off-Broadway at the 
Circle Rep). 

Since the play is admittedly 
about “them,” one might expect 


to find Susan Riskin a tough 
cookie, as mean and lusty a 
ballbreaker as Gertrude Blum, 
whom sailors service more out of 
fear than desire. Actually, 
Riskin’s personality and 
background are as far from Ger- 
trude’s seamy origins as one can 
imagine. The daughter of Fay 
Wray, she set her sights on ac- 
ting at the age of six. And though 
she fails to wray-diate that sultry 
kind of ingenue freshness so 
salable in the theater, she is an 
appealing if self-conscious ac- 
tress. As Moore explains it, 
“Susan isn’t Gertrude. I am. 
Both characters are extensions of 
myself, the childlike sentimen- 
talist and the hardcore cynic.” 
The play, Moore hints, is sliced 
right out of his own life, sordid 
details and all. “I couldn’t plan 
this play. Every time I thought 
ahead, then tried to write, I con- 
trived. With me, it’s all feeling. I 
just had to take it beat by beat. 
I've torn this play apart and 
rewritten for five years, and, 
believe me, the cutting was 
agonizing. You really get to love 
your own words.” 

What this affair with Ms. 
Riskin contributed to The Sea 
Horse wasn’t a character, but 
the whole concept of the 
struggle. “I found myself falling 
in love with a woman I was 
ashamed to walk down the street 
with,” he admits — an awesome 
confession in an era when the all- 
American male’s preoccupation 
with platinum hair and mam- 
moth mammaries is no longer de 
rigueur. “I’ve always been a kind 
of ladies’ man,” Moore told me, 
“tand a jock.” And so, in The Sea 
Horse we have a swaggerer, 
whose ego depends on the 
loveliness of his ladies, coming to 
grips with his strange passion for 
a coarse, undeodorized woman. 
Admitting to himself that he 
loves her is hard enough. Getting 
her to believe and trust it is 
another war. 

The Sea Horse, which opened 
here as in New York to fine 
reviews, is not yet doing booming 
business. Perhaps, lulled by the 
incredible runs of One Flew Over 
the Cuckoo’s Nest, Moonchil- 
dren and Godspell, we are 
waiting until The Sea Horse has 
its name emblazoned on novelty 
underwear and Mayor White 
declares it a local institution. 
Unfortunately, the limited 
engagement extends only 
through January. Perhaps peo- 
ple are loath to attend the 
theater in Harvard Square 
because they can’t park their 
cars in the lobby.

Playwrights’ Platform §sur- 
vived, thank God, the crash of 
the theatrical zeppelin, and it 
seems to be developing a follow- 
ing. The performance I caught of 
its latest trio of one-acts by local, 
unsung playwrights was well- 


attended. The three plays (about 
a sagging marriage, a rediscovery 
of Mussolini, and a teenaged 
spastic whose sexual enjoyment 
is indirectly, incestuously con- 
nected to his doting mom’s) were 
so different, each so bizarre in its 
particular style, that the evening 
was like channel-flicking at 
Charenton. 

Saul Zachary’s The Color of 
Heat starts slowly; a frumpy 
couple, spreadeagled in their 
lawnchairs, arguing over 
whether the heat is agreeable. 
The half-trivial, half-hostile con- 
versation leaves little doubt that 
whatever spice once flavored 
their marriage has been baked 
out of them, and probably not by 
the fires of passion. The nagging 
wife wants still another air- 
conditioner (she already has six 
at home). The harassed husband 
is more interested in describing 
the brilliant spots that form in 
his mind’s eye when he squints 
into sunlight. 

They finally hit upon a com- 
mon interest — voyeurism — 
when a nearby couple start to 
make love, using positions 
heretofore unheard of to spot-_ 
man and spouse. In the painfully 
ridiculous reverie that follows, 
sunburnt husband in his tennis 
shorts explaining every move to 
a thick-thighed wife who forgot 
to bring her glasses, there is 
something awkward and sad and 
terribly moving. The 
Pirandellian ending is a trick, 
but effective and forgivable, if 
you don’t spend much time 
ruminating on the inconsisten- 
cies of plot. 

Zachary’s play is simply struc- 
tured if motivationally complex 
and, except when the language 
strains towards metaphor, oddly 
appealing. Certainly, he makes 
his point — that marriages don’t 
always fester or explode when 
they go bad; sometimes they just 
flatten like overcooked souffles, 
which is more pathetic than 
dramatic. 

I saw Allen Sternfield’s Benito 
last summer, but work has been 
done on it since then. The play is 
a neatly written Kafkaesque 
farce in which a nameless in- 
vestigator, after years of fruitless 
search, rediscovers the aging 
Benito Mussolini, his idol. Il 
Duce, overwhelmed by the in- 
vestigator’s devotion, sheds his 
shoemaker disguise and relives 
the glories of the Ethiopian cam- 


Guilfoyle made Mussolini an in- 
jured matinee idol; Saul 
Zachary’s fanatical devotee 
reminded me of a mad lapdog. 

Hunter, by Harold Stuart, was 
a little hard to take. A hipper, 
Parents-Without-Partners ver- 
sion of Peter Nichols’s Joe Egg, 
the play depicts the morning- 
after confrontation between a 
cocky (in both senses) black con- 
quistador and the deaf, dumb 
and blind spastic son of the 
“best pussy he ever had.” To call 
Hunter black comedy would be 
understatement. The title 
character is the quirkiest, most 
active vegetable imaginable: 
Hunter goes into fits to indicate 
that the toast is burning, that his 
feelings are hurt, that he doesn’t 
want any gin, etc. Needless to 
say, this relentless sideshow gets 
on his mother’s boyfriend’s 
nerves, and when she:offers him 
his own key to her apartment, he 
balks. 

The collision of domestic 
drama with the grotesquerie of 
Hunter’s congenital defects 
makes for a very strange play, 
the most interesting aspect of 
which is that while Hunter 
hasn’t the motor co-ordination 
required to eat with a fork, he 
manages to masturbate with 
gusto to the offstage accompani- 
ment of his mother’s orgasmic 
cries. (No wonder he wants the 
boyfriend to stay.) Hunter can’t, 
of course, hear their love- 
making. He evidently feels 
things, vibrations, as plants do. 
All of this made me wonder 
whether the begonias on our 
bedroom window sills are bud- 
ding violently in the dark of the 


night.

THE SECOND MAN by S.N. 
Behrman. Director, Polly 
Hogan. Costume designer, 
Mary Ritchell. At the Lyric 
Stage in Copley Square 
through December 21. 

“I have enormous respect for 
money,” declares Clark Storey in 


the first act of The Second Man, 


S.N. Behrman’s 1927 Lunt- 
Fontanne comedy. This 
monetary reverence sets the 
stage for a play in three acts and 
four characters, all of which is 
devoted to the uses and abuses of 
the filthy lucre. Mrs. Kendall 
Frayne and Mr. Austin Lowe 
have lots of it. Miss Monica Gray 
and Mr. Clark Storey have none

of it. The story of their economic 
and emotionally interaction 
makes for a trifle of a play, 
currently at Boston’s new Lyric 
Stage. 

Director Polly Hogan has 
assembled a wonderful cast, 
which skillfully captures all the 
humor in Behrman’s pointed 
characterizations. Ronald 
Ritchell makes good use of Cary 
Grant intonation in his portrayal 
of the suave, sophisticated and 
impoverished Clark Storey. He 
carries off the easy style of an in- 
tellectual gigolo while preserving 
inside a sense of the “other man” 
who yearns for something 
beyond the mere accumulation 
of wealth. 

Marilyn Cervino plays the 
flighty Monica Gray who yearns 
for nothing but Clark Storey 
himself. She is properly dopy — 
at one point Monica objects to 
the theory of evolution on the 
grounds that “Adam and Eve 
were such a nice couple” — but 
at times her whining does seem 
excessive. Still, Ken Demsky’s 
Austin Lowe is willing to marry 
Ms. Cervino’s Monica, despite 
all her inanity, if she will only 
have him. Demsky, who looks 
rather like a youthful Robert 
McNamara, is hilarious as the 
lovesick scientist who tries to 
charm the woman of his dreams 
with a quaint combination of 
ogling and heavy breathing. 

Director Hogan’s strategy of 
subtle restraint works to its best 
advantage in the interpretation 
of Mrs. Kendall Frayne. Maggie 
Brenner brings just the right 
measure of aristocratic elegance 
to the role of the wealthy heiress. 


If this comedy has any serious 
import, it must rest with the 
theme of the second man, from 
which the title springs. In a 
letter to his sister, Lord 
Leighton, the Victorian artist, 
described the split in his own 
personality. ‘For, together with, 
and as it were behind, so much 
pleasurable emotion,” he con- 
fessed, “there is always that 
other strange second man in me, 
calm, critical, observant, un- 
moved, blase, odious.” Behr- 
man’s Clark Storey clearly iden- 
tifies with this concept of the se- 
cond man, but the play’s ending, 
which is too happy to be believ- 
ed, effectively mutes any signifi- 
cant psychological message.

YOU COULD LIVE IF THEY 
LET YOU by Wallace Mark- 
field, Knopf, 182 pp., $5.95. 


Wallace Markfield’s third 
novel is an oblique contribution 
to the Lenny Bruce craze, but 
don’t be put off. For though its 
subject, the imaginary, recently 
deceased comic, Jules Farber, 
goes out of his way to invite com- 
parisons to Bruce, one of the 
book’s prime targets is “the in- 
tellectual’s habit of exalting .. . 
[comics] to the stature of 
prophets and gurus, of searching 
their work for commentary on 
the human condition, for a 
definition of our country and our 
culture.”’ Take Professor Insdorf, 
for example, who 

intends to say something with 
“larger social implications,’ 
something that will provoke 
us to reflect about ... 
Farber? Oh, Farber of course, 
though not exactly Farber, 
never Farber in particular or a 
particularized Farber. Much, 
much more important to him 
is the ‘phenomenon’ of 
Farber, the ‘question’ of 
Farber, the ‘issue’ of Farber. 
Another offender is the novel’s 
narrator, Chandler Van Horton, 
a goyishe professor rendered so 
myopic by academicism that an 
exasperated Farber complains, 
“I would twist your nuts, only 
you'd think it’s Living Theater.” 

In many ways a goof on 
Bruce’s popularization and “im- 
portance,” You Could Live If 
They Let You’s comedy arises as 
much from Van Horton’s in- 
fatuation with Farber (“I have 
been your disciple.”’ “Did I bring 
you along too fast? After all, 
overnight from Shake ’n’ Bake to 
matzo meal .. .”), as much from 


the pedant’s befuddled, giddy

response to “the universal belly 
laugh,” as it does from Farber’s 
manic, ethnic logorrhea: 

“They could have tattoos, 
they could smell from Lysol 
and lard, they could have 
complexions the color of 
evaporated milk... .

tribute to the deceased young 
sculptor, Pound indulged in 
quite a bit of self-advertising. 
The memoir compiles Pound’s 
writings about Vorticism, the 
aesthetic movement he and 
Gaudier best represented. Also 
included are some letters and 
brief texts about sculpture 
written by Gaudier himself, 
mostly during his service in 
World War I. 

Gaudier, who added the last 
name of his mistress, Sophie 
Brzeska, to his own, was killed in 
the War at the age of 24. Already 
he had produced many sculp- 
tures of high quality, though 
they were not to have the in- 
fluence Pound claimed they 
would. Gaudier’s contem- 
poraries, Brancusi, Picasso and 
Gonzalez, took the lead after his 
death, though the energy and 
seriousness Pound attributes to. 
Gaudier are evident in much of 
his work. The depth of the ar- 
tist’s talent is more evident in 
photographs of his drawings 
than in pictures of his sculpture. 
He was an extraordinary drafts- 
man, able to condense volumes 
of living form into a single, 
almost calligraphic contour (see 
his well-known ink sketches of 
Sophie Brzeska and of a lion, for 
example). The book contains a 
good selection of illustrations, 
including some of the artist’s 
best drawings. Gaudier himself, 
in the later photographs, looks 
like the young Errol Flynn. 

Gaudier’s last pronounce- 
ments on art, written in the 
trenches for Pound’s journal, 
Blast, are very moving and ex- 
tremely concise for someone to 
whom English was still mostly a 
foreign language. Gaudier’s 


Farber’s is a love-hate affair 
with his race. What he really 
cannot abide is the assimilated 
Jew and the cant of liberal 
Judaism, 

Where the bar mitzvah boy 
gets up and reads from the 
Pentagon Papers. And while 
the congregation goes “Right 
on, right on!” he thanks his 
mother and father for their 
activities on behalf of Father 
Berrigan; his special, his par- 
ticular thanks, though, to his 
rabbi, who taught him how 
Janis Joplin died for us all. 

Markfield is hilarious here, just 
as he was when lampooning the 
Columbia/New York Review 
cenacle in his first novel, To An 
Early Grave. 

By the standards of High 
Seriousness at which Farber 
thumbs his nose, You Could Live 
is rather frivolous fare. The 
jacket flap babbles about ‘“‘a vi- 
sion of America’s instinctive 
recognition of the debit side of its 
own dreams and promise,” but 
you could have fooled me. A 
stringent critic might point out 
that Markfield’s command is oc- 
casionally shaky — he uses Van 
Horton inconsistently, usually as 
a butt, yet at times as a 
mouthpiece. But everything can 
(and ought to be) forgiven so 
thoroughly funny a novel. 


GAUDIER-BRZESKA by Ezra 
Pound, New Directions, 161 
pp., $3.25. 


Ezra Pound’s memoir of the 
sculptor Henri Gaudier-Brzeska, 
first published in 1916 and just 
reissued in this handsome paper- 
back edition, is, in many ways, 
typical of Pound’s defense of 
fellow artists. He clearly ad-

aesthetic, like Pound’s at the 
time, was expressionist: 

Just as this hill where the 

Germans are solidly en- 
trenched gives me a nasty 
feeling, solely because its gen- 
tle slopes are broken up by 
earth-works, which throw 
long shadows at sunset. Just 
so shall I get feeling, of what- 
ever definition, from a statue 

ACCORDING TO ITS 

SLOPES, varied to infinity. 

It is just this conviction, that 
certain forms produce certain 
feelings without the inter- 
vention of thought or explana- 
tion, which informs Gaudier’s 
work aid Pound’s sponsorship of 
it. Some of Pound’s statements 
are undoubtedly among the best 
expressions of this dubious 
theory. Consider this passage, 
which purports to be factual but 
which, I suspect, is probably a 
fictive literary image of the ex- 
perience of sculpture Pound says 
he and Gaudier wanted people to 
have: 

I had, for a long time, a “‘most 
hideous’’ Brzeska_ statue 
where the morning light came 
on it as it woke me, and 
because of this shifting light 
plane after plane, outline 
after expressive outline was 
given me day after day, 
emphasised, taken apart from 
the rest. 

Many of Pound’s combative 
slogans sound a bit dated today. 
We have lost the sense that ar- 
tistic “limits” are realities that 
need to be redrawn periodically. 
Pound was ardent in his effort to 
resituate the aesthetic boun- 
daries in 1916. The intervening 
60 years since he wrote this 
memoir have seen aesthetic 
boundaries frequently erased, 
but seldom redrawn.

don’t know how’s dreadfully 
hoarse and strained — and 
“Something In The Way She 
Moves” was garbled by a host of 
unintelligible new words. After 
Billy Preston’s “Will It Go 
Round In Circles?” (Preston was 
without doubt the night’s hero) 
and Harrison’s “Sue Me, Sue 
You Blues,” which benefited 
from the harsh tenor of George’s 
scarred voice, Indian musicians 
were added to the band for 
“Zoom, Zoom, Zoom,” a cross- 
cultural combination of voices 
and instruments that sounded 
like nothing so much as a movie 
soundtrack. (Tom Scott’s 
soprano sax solo here, which 
combined Indian and jazz 
elements subtly and ingeniously, 
is the best playing I’ve heard 
from this year’s most ubiquitous 
accompanist.) The Western 
musicians, with the exception of 
Scott, who stayed to play percus- 
sion, then quietly left the stage, 


leaving the Shankar band to spin: 


out some more East-West music. 
The only exciting moment here 
was the tabla duel between a 
fleet drummer and the well- 
known Alla Rakha. 


There were perhaps a few 
hoots and rebel yells during 
these numbers, but nothing 


equal to George’s wrath. The 
crowd was even polite after inter- 
mission, when Harrison labored 
over his own material. “For You 
Blue,” now a bread shuffle, was 
fine, but on “Give Me Love”’ and 
what George called ‘“‘a perverted 
version” of “In My Life” (“In my 
life I love God more”’) the horns 
took over the original guitar 
lines, destroying their sensitivity 
and rendering their intricacies 
awkwardly. “Maya Love,” from 
Harrison’s Dark Horse, seemed 
more energetic than the recorded 
version, but the song “Dark 
Horse” was distressingly plain 
(the only two exciting cuts on the 
new album, at least after two 
listenings, are “Far East Man” 
and “So Sad”’). 

What the crowd perked up for 
was Billy Preston’s bright, hap- 
py showmanship. He played 
“Nothing From Nothing” and 
“Outta Space” and had the 
audience standing on chairs, 
clapping and dancing. When 
George followed with “What Is 
Life?” the ensuing delirium had 
more to do with Preston than 
with Harrison. 

Which leads to the inevitable 
question: if George Harrison is 
not an entertainer of mass 
audiences (and he’s made it 
clear in interviews that he 
doesn’t wish to be), why is he 
playing the big halls, dragging 
his Indian friends around to be 
ignored or hooted at? The 
answer, it seems to me, lies in 
Harrison’s strong duality. He’s 


the .Beatle of “Taxman” and 
“Don’t Bother Me,” bitter and 
sarcastic, and yet he’s the hum- 
ble devotee of Ravi Shankar and 
Krishna. His outbursts at the 
Garden, like his confysed last 
album, Living In The Material 
World, tell us that his quite 
sincere religiosity cannot cloak 
his darker side. And this tour 
tells us that George’s humility 
wars against his ambition, his 
continuing desire for mass 
recognition. The Indian-Western 
performance he seemed so intent 
on having us witness, whatever 
its artistic merits, belongs in a 
university recital series, where it 
might be appreciated. And 
George, who hates his current 
sort of performing so much that 
he has Billy Preston drum up all 
the enthusiasm, belongs there 
too. 
* 

Where does this leave us? 
Firmly in the ’70s, I hope. One of 
the unfortunate effects of the 
absence, until 1974, of Clapton 
and Dylan and CSNY is that 
those waiting for the old stars 
have missed the new ones. Steely 
Dan, Roxy Music, Little Feat, 
Bruce Springsteen and a host of 
others are more than worthy of a 
large audience. They need the 
discriminating listeners who 
have been, by and large, turned 
off to pop music in the last three 
years. They’re fresh and inven- 
tive and, unlike the stars of 
yesteryear, they’ve got nothing 
to live up to.

only to interject two filled with 
new, perfectly realized ideas. It 
happens in the latter half of “‘Im- 
pressions” — the second of the 
inspired choruses I have in mind 
uses only one, three-note 
“chomped” phrase! Coltrane is 
indeed imperfect and often dull 
in these solos, but the peaks 
negate much of the tedium. 
Two single albums of 
previously unreleased material 
from the beginning and end of 
Coltrane’s Impulse affiliation 
have also appeared. The Africa 
Brass Sessions, Vol. 2 (AS-9273) 
comes from one of Coltrane’s 
most expendable recording 
dates. Eric Dolphy’s orchestral 
arrangements are minimal and 
far short of what Dolphy fans ex- 


pected (bits of “Africa” are the | 


only exceptions), and 
‘‘Greensleeves’’ is a tired 
attempt to recreate ‘‘My 
Favorite Things.” Other versions 
of ‘Africa’ and “Greensleeves” 
are included; both are inferior to 
the originals, and one of Tyner’s 
dreariest recorded solos is on the 
latter. “Song of the Underground 
Railroad,”” a new piece, is also 
here, and while Coltrane plays 
well, it’s nothing that can’t be 
heard elsewhere. These are 
representative 1961 solos, then, 
but nothing essential. 
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Interstellar Space (ASD-9277) 
is different: four duets with 
‘drummer Rashied Ali recorded 
in February 1967. Daring as he 
‘was, Coltrane needed time to 
adjust to the absence of struc- 
tured tempos and tonalities that 
Tyner and Elvin had long 
provided. On the records with 
Pharoah Sanders (Live at. the 
Vanguard Again, Concert in Ja- 
pan), Pharoah’s solos may be 
less convincing, but Coltrane is 
less inclined to lose himself in 
the rhythmic energy. On 
Interstellar Space the tenor lines 
are less rhapsodic and less 
earthbound; they rise and writhe 
without inhibition, leading Ali’s 
collection of rubbery drum rolls 
through various levels of 
pressure. As usual, some ideas 
are overworked. (“Mars” and 
“Jupiter” sound like alternate 
takes — both are temporarily 
hung up on the same phrases), 
but, as in the superior tenor 
soliloquies on Expression, a new 
synthesis was taking shape. 
Coltrane was still evolving, 
which is what makes him so at- 
tractive for all flaws. The strain 
in his sound was the consequence 
of attempting ideas beyond his 
means of execution at that stage. 
If trying too hard was Coltrane’s 
greatest fault, it was also, 
paradoxically, one of his major 
strengths.
